After five 
ke at the jail, during which time he as- 
gerts he received slight attention, he was 
found to be in a serious condition and was 
sent back to the hospital.

Immigrant officers say 
he should have gone to ward 2, where he was

Death Bed Statement, 
The following statement was taken from 
the patient by an immigration worker ac- 
quainted with the Slavic tongues, one of the 
nurses in the ward acting as an additional 
witness: 
I, Milan Woykovich, knowing I will die, 
wish to make the following statement. I was 
working on the St. Paul railroad. The work 
was finished. I looked around for more work 
for a few days, but I could find none. : 
„ came to Chicago on Sunday, Jan. 8. I 
tried to find some friends, but was unabie to. 
It was 2:18 the next morning, and being very 
cold, I went toa yard to warm myself. The 
gate to the yard was open. I don’t know 
where it was, except it was near a railroad. 
A man from inside said Get out of here.“ 1 
went out to the street. A policeman was out- 
side the door, and he shot me. He didn’t say: 
anything to me.”

TWO ANGLES TO THE SCHEME. 


Certain Points to Be Widened and Other 
Improvements Completed. 


Ne York, March 23.—[Special.]—The Fifth 
evenue commission, appointed by President 
McAneny of the borough of Manhattan to 


‘} suggest improvements along the avenue, 


made its report today. 

More trees, widening of the highway de- 
tween Fourteenth street and Twenty-third 
street, and a monument at One Hundred and 
tenth street are among the suggestions em- 
bodied in the report. 

The committee is made up of Arnold W. 
Brunner, chairman; Robert Grier Cooke, sec- 
retary; Joseph 8. Auerbach, Edward Hol- 
brook, George F. Kunz, Nelson P. Lewis, and 
George P. Mortimer. 

The improvements suggested may be ac- 
complished in full only by special legislation, 
as the present laws do not warrant the 
changes which are necessary to make the 
avenue the peer of the best thoroughfares 
in Berlin and Paris. 


Regulations for Buildings. 

Among other things it is recommended that 
the care of the avenue be placed in the 
hands of the board of estimates with au- 
thority to régulate the height and style of 
architecture of the buildings. 

The commission says it has had a difficult 
task and does not think it feasible to make 
changes in the avenue which would really 
put it on a par with the famous streets of 
European capitals. 

But with a view of accomplishing what is 
possible without an extravagant expenditure 
of money or sacrifice of utility the commis- 
sion submits two sets of recommendations, 
one of improyements that would require 
special legislation and the other of better- 
ments that may be effected under existing 
enactments. 


Certain Legislation Needed. 
Widening the avenue for the half mile be- 
tween Fourteenth and Twenty-third streets, 
alterations of Madison square and the plaza. 
tree planting, lighting, establishment of isles 
of safety, regulation of cab stands and cab 
rates, and remodeling of the thoroughfare. 


along the section north of Fifty-ninth street 


may all be accomplished without new legis- 
lation, the commission finds. 

However, the increase of the power of the 
board of estimate so as to permit it to regu- 
late buildings along and near the avenue and 
the prevention of the congestion of the ave- 
nue by employés of loft factories would need 
enabling acts of the legislature. 


Would Leave Portion Intact. 
The commission thinks the blocks below 
Fourteenth street should be left intact ag 
reminders of the city’s past. 

Trees are recommended for both sides of 
the blocks between Thirty-fourth and Forty- 
third streets and the block opposite St. 
Patrick's cathedral. | 

A more artistic lamppost and better lights 
for the whole length of the avenue are sug-

The high school officials said they have 
been paying educational tribute to higher 
education too long. They urged that the 
course of studies in high schools be more for 
the pupil alone. Too much time was being 
given to preparing bim now, they agreed. 
Speakers asserted the university trust 
had gradualy taken away from the public 
through its high schools the right to educate 
itself as it desired and needed. They seid 
“higher education’ gradually had forced 
the high schoo! from adequate representation 
in the important national conference on uni- 
form entrance requirements in English. 


Courses Called Antiquated. 

The literary courses which the universities 
are said to be forcing down the throat of the 
country’s high schoo] were condemned as bad, 
antiquated, and of only secondary value to 
the boys or girls who end their education with 
the high schools. The high school has been 
forced back a century, said some members of 
the association after the convention closed. 

Prof. Fred N. Scott of the University of 
Michigan agreed the high schools themselves 
should have a chance to devise their own cur- 
riculum, 

Prof. James F. Hosic of the Chicago Teach- 
ers’ college was spokesman for the high 
schools. He assailed the university system 
of dictating what the studies in high schools 
should be in order to permit a secondary 
school graduate to secure higher educa- 
tion.”” 

The board of this organization ls made up 
of the following,” said the speaker, Ten 
college professors, five preparatory school 
men, three from public high schools, and one 
a high school inspector. The reports of this 


- conference determine the course in English to 


be pursued in the high schools of the country. 


Shut Out High School Men. 

“At the recent February meeting of the 
association in New York the conference ad- 
mitted a new group of college men and re- 
fused to admit a group of English teachers, 
mainly from the high schools. 

The colleges have no right to dictate to 
the high schools and are not wise enough to 
prescribe for them. The problem is an educa- 
tional, not merely an administrative, one. 
The needs of the pupils as human beings first 
must be considered. The testimony of high 
school teachers must be heard, and this test!- 
mony is clear to the effect that the influence

Victims of Explosion That 
Caused War Laid to Rest 
in Arlington. 


POMP MARKS SERVICE. 


‘ 


Taft Takes Prominent Part in 
Ceremony; Government Busi- 
ness Halted. 


Washington, D. C., March 23.—With ali the 
pomp and solemnity that a mighty nation 


dead of the Maine were laid away today 
beneath the green hills of Virginia in o's eal 
ton cemetery. 

Side by side with the bodies of ini 
brought back from Havana harbor after the 
war with Spain, they were corisigned to the 
earth of the Old Dominion, while a nation 
paid its last measure of honor to the uni- 
dentifled of that great catastrophe that 
brought on a war, changed the map of the 
world and extended the empire of the United 
States into the corners of the earth. 

Seldom in the history of this country has 
there been planned a higher tribute to the 
memory of any man or men than that for the 
sixty-four dead of the Maine. 

Government Business Suspended, 

Government business in Washington was 
practically suspended by executive order. 
President Taft, most of the members of his 
cabinet, the highest officers of the army, the 
navy, and the marine corps, officials of the 
departments, and representatives of many 
foreign powers participated in the exercises. 
Over the government buildings flags hung 
at half mast, while congress adjourned for 
the day. The booming of minute guns and the 
tramp of soldiery added the touch of military 
pomp and circumstance. 

Elaborate and careful preparations had 


Beginning with the removal of the dead from 
the U. &. 8. Birmingham, which brought 
them up from Havana, and ending with the 
firing of three volleys of musketry over the 
new graves across the Potomac, the exer- 
elses were designed to show all honor and 
respect to the martyrs of-the doomed bat- 
tleship. 


Taft and Two Others Speak. 

The escort for the slow march through the 
streets of the capital from the Birmingham 
to the state, war and navy building, was 
picked from the Birmingham and other ves- 
sels now in Washington. 

The speakers who faced the crowd in the 
plaza behind the navy building were only 
three—President Taft and Father Chidwick, 
chaplain of the Maine when the explosion 
of Feb. 15, 1898, sent it to the bottom, and 
Chaplain Bayard, U. S. N. 

Conspicuous among the officials for whom 
reservations had been made just behind 
President Taft on the steps of the big gran- 
ite building, were Read Admiral Charles D. 
Sigsbee, who commanded the Maine at the 
time ot the explosion; Rear Admiral Rich- 
ard Wainwright, Lieut. Boyd and Medical 
Director L. G. Heneberger, officers under 
him ‘at the time. For Admiral Dewey and 
Lieut. Gen. Nelson A. Miles, the ranking of- 
ficers of the navy and the army, special 
places had been set aside. 

President Taft’s . Eulogy. 

President Taft, in his eulogy at the Maine 
funeral ceremonies, said: 

These, our honored dead. were hurled into 
| eternity without the inspiration of antici- 
r pated battle or hope Mor victory. But they 
were on duty when they went down; they 
wore the uniforms of their beloved country; 
and they are to be classed well to thefrore 
in that long list of naval heroes whose stead- 
fastness and courage have given the Amer- 
ican navy the high position it occupies in 
history among the navies of the world. 

It is well that we should halt the wheels 
of government and stay the hum of industry 
to take time to note by appropriate ceremony 
the debt we owe to those who gave up their 
lives for the nation. We raised the ship 
from the mud bottom of Havana harbor and 
gave its remains honorable burial! in the blue 
waves of the ocean.

Dur- 
ing the early deliberations two jurors urged 
a sentence of forty-five years, and later eight 
of the panel favored a penalty of twenty-five 
years. At no time was the death penalty con- 
sidered. This was because of Backer's de- 
tense that another man had won his wife's 
affections. 
The verdict was a cause of joy to the pris- 
oner.

Defendant Is Elated.

BLAZE NEAR GAS TANKS. 


Firemen Overcome and Carried 
Out by Comrades; Traffic 
Also Tied Up 


Fire Marshal Seyferlich and fifteen com- 
panies were called to a fire that destroyed 
the abandoned barns of the Chicago Rail- 
ways company at Archer avenue and Pitney 
court yesterday afternoon. 

‘The two story building burned rapidly. 
Families in houses adjoining it for blocks 
were alarmed and some of them prepared 
their household furnishings so they could be 
carried into the street at a moment s notice. 
This fear that the blaze would communi- 
cate to neighboring structures led to the 
sending in of a “4-11” alarm. The fire was 
first reported at 3:30 p. m. | 

Some of the firemen, choking from the 
smoke, had to be carried away by comrades 
until they revived in the fresh air. Others 
suffered blistered hands and faces from the 
intense heat. 


Barns of Old Horse Lines. 

The building was erected in 1889 and in the 
days of the old horse cars it housed over 
1,000 horses. 

The building, which was empty, was practi- 
cally destroyed. The loss was estimated at 
$35,000. An old brick building adjoining on 
the west, which was arected in 1873 and was 
looked upon as a landmark, was saved after 
a hard fight. 


Save the Gas Tanks. 

For a time it was teared the flames would 
leap to two large gas tanks owned by the 
People’s Gas Light and Coke company—ong 
about 200 feet to the south and the other 
about 400 feet southward. Employés of the 
gas company prepared to transfer the gas 
into other tanks Blocks away at a moment’s 
notice, but this was found unnecessary.

MOVE MOUNTAINS IN PANAMA 


Work on Canal Almost Too Great 
to Comprehend. 


FIRST VIEW A _ SURPRISE. 


Appearance of Things Different from 
What One Imagines. 


BY FRANK G. CARPENTER.

ANCON, Canal Zone, Panama, March 23.— 
(Special.j—I have come to Panama to write 
some plain, simple letters about the canal. 
I want to show you how things here lock to 
the man on the street, or how they would look 
to you if you came down to the isthmus. — 

I am not an engineer, and I shall turn the 
figures into concrete examples. The amounts 
here are so vast that they cannot be realized 


in figures. And, besides, figures mean noth- 


ing but dizziness to any one but the pro- 
fesged mathematician and scientist. 

For example, 100,000 cubic yards of excava- 
tion would equal a ditch a yard wide, a yard 
deep, and 100,000 yards, or 800.000 feet, long. 
Now, dividing by 5,000 feet to the mile, our 
ditch would be sixty miles long, or better, a 
ditch three feet wide and three feet deep 
to any locality just sixty miles from you 
home. <A million cubic yarde would be ten 
times the length of 100,000. It would equal 
such a ditch 600 miles long, and 10,000,000 
would equal 6,000 miles long. or twice as 
long as New York to San Francisco. 


Figures in Hundreds of Millions. 

But this canal deals not in millions and tens 
of millions only. Its figures run into the 
hundreds of milliona The total amount of 
our excavation, when completed, will have 
been 195,000,000 cubic yards, or say 200,000,000 
for easy figuring. That would equal a ditch 
@ yard wide and a yard deep and 120,000 
miles long. | 

The canal, as every one now knows, 
to be a lock canal. Theship® will be dragged 
up and let down by the Chagres river, which 
ts being harnessed by the Gatun dam so that 
ite level will be eighty-five feet above that 
of the Caribbean sea and the Pacific ocean at 
either end of the waterway. 

How high is eighty-five feet? It is about 
the height of a seven story flat building. 
Let us make the reduction even more con- 
crete. Take some man that every one knowa 
You have all seen Champ Clark, the stately 
speaker of the house of representatives. The 
speaker is six feet tal: It fourteen men 
of the height of Champ Clark stood one on 
the head of the other and the last should play 
the part of Atlas by raising his hands he 
eould just support the world on the level of 
this canal at its highest point above the 
ocean. 


Canal in a Nutshell. 

But all this is only preliminary. I shall 
describe the canal in detail as I go over it. 
In a nutshell it is fifty miles long from deep 
water in the Pacific to deep water in the 
Atlantic. From shore to shore line the 
length is forty miles. In going through it 
the vessels enter Limon bay, a magnificent 
harbor, and steam thence through the frst 
Atlantic stretch, which is over seven miles 
long, to Gatun. The ship is still on the level 
of the Caribbean when it gets to Gatun, but 
there it meets the great locks which, filled by 
the Chagres, lift it eighty-five feet into Gatun 


lake. 

In the lake itself the steamer may pass 
at full speed to the entrance to the Culebra 
cut, and the same level is maintained until 
you reach the other end of that cut at Pedro 
Miguel. There the vessel enters a lock and 
drops about the height of a three story house 
a small lake which is about fifty five 
the sea. That lake is yet to be 
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is fringed with cocoanut trees and the green 
jStass grows all around. 

Colon a Shabby Town. 

The steamers land you at Colon, a ragged, 
shabby town of low two story frame houses 
with galleries running along the first stories 
and shading the streets. 

Crossing the isthmus on the rallroad along 
the line of the canal is for the most part like 
riding through a botanical garden. You first 
pass Monkey Hill cemetery, that horror of 
the Panama of the past, but now a beautiful 
park, and then come into a country where 
nature runs riot in the luxurianes of its trop- 
ical vegetation. 

I shall not say anything here about the 
locks nor the mighty Gatun dam which holds 
back the Chagres The railroad took us to 
the top of the level and then dropped us 
into the dam carried us over its basin. 
Already twelve feet of water has been let in 
and by the time this letter is published the 
lake will be much higher. 

The railroad from the Culebra cut to Pan- 
ama now crosses the cut in one place. Fur- 
ther along it runs om the canal bed, where 
a year from now there will be over forty 
feet of water, and shortly thereafter leaves 
the canal and comes into Panama at the 
edge of Ancon. This is the old railroad. The 
new line Kas been located and the grading for 
it is going rapidly on.

PLAN ATTACK ON KING BERR? 


Italian Censor Stops Wiring of 
Story Printed in Naples. 


NEWS TO THE CONSUL HERE. 


Says He Knows Nothing of Report Al- 
leged to Have Come from Him. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, March 26.—The Italian censor 
stopped the telegraphing of a story printed 
in the Mattifflo of Naples to the effect that 
a discovery had been made of an alleged 
plot to kill King Victor Emmanuel which 
was hatched in Chicago, Dl. The story has 
been received here by mail. 

The Mattino says that the prefect of Na- 
ples had been notified by the home office on 
March 2 that the Italian consul at Chi- 
cago had reported that Italian and Rou- 
manian bricklayers in Chicago had conspired 
to assassinate the Italian king. Two broth- 
ers named Cristofaro were chosen to com- 
mit the déed. 

The police investigated and found the 
mother of the men at Aviino, and ehe stated 
that she had three sons, Domencio, aged 


28. and that they were employed as brick- 
layers in Chicago. 


Told Son Was Coming Home. 

She had « letter from Domenico dated 
Chicago, March 2, in which it was stated 
that Salvatore refused to work and wanted 
to pose as a rich man. It was also stated 
that he would probably leave for Italy 
shortly. ; 

All of the three brothers, the paper states, 
| had written long letters to Italy, which were 
heavily underscored across the pages. 

Evidently the chief of the Naples palice 
will be removed from his post for his failure 
to arrest the two anarchists who arrived in 
Italy from Chicago and who evidently com- 
municated with Antonie Dalbe, who at- 
tempted to assassinate the king. 

The story probably explaife the arrest of 
the Roumasian named Tacit, who is sus- 
pected of being af 2 of Dalba. 


„Nor OF CASE.

CROPS AND BRIDGES BURN. 


American Missionaries Flee from Chi- 
huahua to El Paso, Tex. 


MBXICO CITY, March 23.—Reports have 
been received here of the rout yesterday of 
a force of rebels near Eecalon, forty-five 
miles southeast of Jiminez, in the state of 
Chihuahua. Eighteen dead rebels are said 
to have been found on the field. The federal 
troops lost only threé men wounded. 

The rebels numbered 800, under the com- 
mand of Gen. Ines Salazar and Gen. Emilio 
Campa. The federal advance guard was at- 
tacked by mounted rebels. The federal in- 
fantry, under command of Lieut. Col. Gal- 
van, with cavalry and artillery, soon after- 
ward took the offensive. 

Fighting is said to have lasted two hours. 
The rebels retired to the north, burning the 
bridges and crops as they went. 


Precaution by Bank of Mexico. 

Bi Paso, Tex., March 238.—Mors than 8800, 
000 Mexican currency in canceled bank notes 
has been brought to El Paso from the city 
of Chihuahua within the last two days by 
clerks in the employ of Banco Nacional of 
Mexico City. Fearing that the bank would 
be attacked by the revolutionary forces, the 
officials of the bank determined to save all 
the money possible and before starting. to 
Bl Paso all the notes were canceled, making 
them useless for currency again, but they 
will de redeemed at their face value upon 
presentation at the federal treasury in Men- 
feo City. 

Missionaries Flee to El Paso, 

Boston, Mass., March 23.—Conditior< in 
the Mexican state of Chihuahua have be- 
como so disturbed that all of the missionaries 
of the American board of commissioners for 
foreign missions stationed in the city of 
Chihuahua have been obliged to seek a refuge 
at El Paso, Tex.

Thomas was for many 
years u member of the house of commons, 
and at one time he was quite a popular figure

One of Wealthiest Peers. 

The Marquis of Bute, one of the wealthiest 
peers in England. owner of mighty mines, of 
vast acres and of most of the lands on which 
has grown up the great city of Cardiff, has a 
castle almost in the heart of the town, splen- 
did, spacious and ancient, and be holds some- 
thing of the same place in its political des 
tinies. 

A strong Roman Catholic, hie father was 
one of the first great converts to Casholicity 
in the sixties, and figures as the bero in 
Disraeli’s novel of “ Lothair.”

The one juror that, holding, 
out against the other eleven, described them 
as the most obstinate men he had ever met, 
Spoke doubtless in perfect sincerity. He 
would not have had the courage and tenacity 
of fighting the whole world unless he has 
such a power of self-deception.”

"Navigation of Straits Halted 
at Sunset, First Time in 
Thirty-five Years. 


ORDER GIVEN BY SULTAN. 


Object Is to Prevent Italy’s War- 
ships from Bombarding 
Constantinople.

For the first time since the war between 
Turkey and Russia, thirty-five years ago, the 
Dardanelles are closed to navigation at night 
and the various maritime powers have been 
informed of the fact by the sublime porte. 

This step has been taken by the Turks in 
order to protect themselves from the possl- 
bility of waking up one fine morning an“ 
finding the entire battleship fleet of Maly 
drawn up under the walls of Constantinople, 
the guns cf its flagship trained upon the 
palace of the sultan. 

In that event it is probable the Italian fleet 
would not be alone. Codtperating with it 
would be the Black sea squadron of the czar. 
And that is why, as soon as darkness sets 
in, navigation is stopped by the Ottoman 
authorities at either end of the straits. I 
mean no vessels are permitted to enter them 
from the south nor fromthe north. As Rus- 
sia is the only power besides Turkey that has 
any right to maintain warships in the Black 
sea, the barring of entrance to ships from the 
northern entrance to the Dardanelles after 
dark is manifestly almed at the Museovite 
empire, whereas the closing of the southern 
entrance of the straits after nightfall is 
manifestly directed against Italy. 


~~ 

A few years ago any such action on the 
part of Turkey would not have been tol- 
erated for one moment by the great powers 
of Europe by the United States. The 
porte would have been curtly informed that 
their joint guarantee of the neutrality of the 
Dardanelies, and of the territorial integrity 
of the Ottoman empire, rendered unneces- 
sary any such precautions that necessarily 
ponstitute a hindrance to navigation. But 
the powers are no longer able to refer to 
their guarantee of the territorial integrity 
of Turkey, since Italy has seized Tripoli 
and England persists in retaining a military 
occupation of Egypt, which is also a Turkish 
province. 

Then, too, there is Italy to be considered. 
From motives of deference to its allies, Ger- 
many and Austro-Hungary. and to its ex- 
cellent friend and near ally, Great Britain, 
it has endeavored as much as possible to 
Umit the sphere of hostilities in its war 
against Turkey. It was entirely on their 
account that Italy did not at the outbreak 
of the conflict blockade the entrance to the 
Dardanelles. But that would have subjected 
England, France, Germany, and Austria. 
and more especially Russia, to the greatest 
inconvenience and to enormous commercial 
and industrial losses. 

It has now, however, been finally brought 
home to the powers that, having thus the 
means within reach of immediately stopping 
the war by either blockading the Darda- 
nélies or else by leveling its guns upon Con- 
stantinople, Italy could not, in any reason, 
be expected to delay day after day, week 
after week, and month after month, bring- 
ing matters to a crieis, each day of the con- 
tinuance of the war constituting an enor- 
mous drain upon the national exchequer at 
Rome. 


* 

On the subject of the blockade the great 
powers would not yield. They were insist- 
ent upon the fact that, war or no war, the 
straits of the Dardanelles should remain 
just as free to navigation as the Suez canal. 

It is Goybtful whether people in this coun- 
try realize the humiliating and intolerable 
position to which Russia has patiently sub- 
mitted ever since the Crimean war. That 
struggle, resulting in the defeat of Russia by 
the united forces of France, Great Britain, 
Turkey, and Sardinia, was brought to a con- 
clusion by the so-called treaty of Parig of 
1856, according to the terms of which Russia 
was debarred from rebuilding the defensés 
of its naval stronghold of Sebastopol and 
from fortifying any port in the Black sea. 
while the straits of the Dardanelles were 
barred for all time to the passage of any 


— 
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nee save tien Turkey. The Dar 
Ganelles were at the same time neutralized, 
ae was also the Black sea, and, while open to 
the commerce of the world, were closed to 
‘warships of every kind, bave a limited n 

ber of small gunboats for revenue pu 

and for policing the lower Danube. 


At the close of the war between France 


and Germany, in 1871, Russia took advantage 
of the situation to address a circular note 
to the signatory powers, declining to be 
bound any longer by those stipdjations of 
the agreement which provided for the neu- 
tralization of the Black Sea. This led to 
an international congress in London, which 
resulted in ah amendment of the treaty of 
Paris, in so far that Russia was permitted 
to maintain any number of warships it saw 
fit in the Black sea. 


eo 
But the straits of the Dardanelles were 
declared as strictly barred as ever to men- 


of-war. The result of this has been that 


Russia has been compelled until now to 
build all the ships of its large and powerful 
Black sea fleet on the shores of the Black 
sea, since it has been impossible for the 
czar to bring into the Black sea any of the 
men-of-war which have been built in his 
Baltic shipyards or in foreign countries. 
Thus, for instance, the fine battleship which 
he had constructed by the Cramps in Phila- 


| delphia has been prevented from access to 


the Black sea, and from visiting any of Rus- 
sia’s ports bordering thereon. Moreover, 
on the outbreak of the war with Japan in 
1904 Emperor Nicholas was unable to dis- 
patch even a single battleship or cruiser of 
his Black sea fleet to join his naval forces 
in the Chine seas, and some three precious 
weeks, if not more, were lost, before the - 
fated armada of Admiral Rozjestvensky 
could make its way from one end to the other 
of the Baltic, down the storm beaten North 
sea, and Bay of Biscay, through the Mediter- 
ranean, from Gibraltar to Suez, reaching the 
China seas too late to be of any service in 
raising the siege of Port Arthur, and being 
overtaken by destruction. 


-o- 
Another effect of this galling restriction 
placed upon Russia in connection with the 
straits of the Dardanelles is that it has been 
obliged to maintain, not one, but two large 
and distinct fleets in southern waters. For 
it has not been able to use the Black sea 
squadron for the protection of its interests 
in the Mediterranean, while in the same way 
it has been debarred from employing its 
maritime forces in the Mediterranean for 
duty in the Black sea. Moreover, the ships 
of Russia’s Mediterranean squadron have 
not only to be brought from the Baltic, but 
have also been shut off from all the Musco- 
wite ports, arsenals. and bases of supply in 
the Black sea. 
As Russia has no port in the Mediterranean 
it has been obliged when any of the ships of 
ite Mediterranean squadron have been in 


need of repair, drydocking, gtc., either to de- 


pend upon the friendly offices of France. 
Greece, England, or some other Mediter~ 
ranean power, or else to send the man of 
war in question all the way back through the 
Straits of Gibralthr up the Bay of Biscay and 
the North sea, to its naval arsenals in the 
Baltic. 

It will be readily understood that Russie 
has chafed bitterly under these costly re- 
strictions, so galling and humiliating to its 
national pride. Indeed, it was only the re- 
luctance about involving itself in a war 
against the coalition of great powers that 


induced it to submit until now to such a well 


nigh intolerable condition df things. 

For intolerable it is, and it is just about as 
inconceivable as if the tiny kingdom of Den- 
mark were to take advantage of its position 
commanding the mouth of the Baltic to con- 
fine therein the ships of war of Russia, Ger- 
many, and Sweden, all of whose coasts are 
washed by the Baltic, or were to presume to 
deny the access of foreign warships of any 
kind to this great inland sea.

Germany has turned a cold shoulder to 
Constantinople sincé the downfall of Abdul 
Hamié, and Emperor William does not see 
the advantage of giving offense to his allies 
at Vienna and at Rome by drawing thesword 
of Germany in defense of the Crescent 
against the Cross England is equally indif- 
ferent to the fate of the existing régime at 
Constantinople, which it regards as untrust- 
worthy, incompetent, and in no sense of the 
word representative of the Ottoman empire 
—bound, therefore, to fall. 

Finally, neither Great Britain, France, nor 
@ermany, the three powers that have been 
most obstinate about refusing to permit Tur- 
key to open free the Dardanelles to the ships 
of war of Russia and of every other foreign 
nation. is in condition just at present to 
dream of fighting about the Dardanelles—or 
about anything else. for the matter of that. 

With the present big coal strikes on their 
hands, paralyzing every form of industry, 
even that of war, and menaced with even 
still, more gigantic strikes in April and May, 
war is out of the question.

BERLIN, March 23.—Germany has weath- 
ered a week of political storm signals such 
as it hae not experienced since the Moroccan 
crisis last fall. 
The fall of the secretary of the treasury, 
Herr Wermuth, in connection with the quest 


for funds for the new army and navy bills, 


was followed by First Lord of the Admir- 
alty Winston Churchill's stirring speech in 
the British house of commons on Anglo-Ger- 
man naval relations, which threatened for a 
few hours to plunge the fatherland into a 8 

The stock exchange trembled, the news- 
papers broke out in page-wide headlines and 
the kaiser spent the day in conference with 
the chancellor and the secretary of the 
navy. 


Cabinet Crisis Rumored. 
On top of all these rumors came a crop 


of circumstantial reports of a cabinet crisis, 


involving the resignation of the chancellor, 
Dr. Von Bethmann-Hollweg, and the foreign 
secretary., Herr Von Kiderlen-Waechter. 
The country did not recover it composure 
until the next day, when it developed that 
all these alarms were unfounded. 

It was insisted in official] quarters that the 
postponement of the kaiser’s trip was dus to 
fears of developments in the coal strike re- 
gion. As the strike collapsed on Tuesday 
there was nojoccasion for his majesty to de- 
lay his departure on this account, and he 
started for Confu yesterday. 

Things on the surface, therefore, have re- 
sumed their ordinary calm, but it is apparent 
that all is not well in the government, and 
that important changes in its personnel can- 
not be long deferred. 


Split on Naval Agreement. 

Thére has been a cleavage of opinion be- 
tween the imperial chancellor and Admiral 
von Tirpitz, the secretary of the navy, on 
the paramount question of a naval under- 
standing with England, Admiral von Tirpits 
is credited with having definitely won both 
the kaiser and the chancellor over to his 
point of view—that naval peace with Great 
Britain is unthinkable on the basis of any 
retarding of the German shipbuilding pro- 
gram. 

The almost unanimous voice with which 
the German press has rejected Mr. Churchill's 
offer of a dea! indicates that the overwhelm- 
ing majority of public opinion supports von 
Tirpitz's point of view. 

If the naval controversy with England were 
to assume a really critical phase, Admiral 
von Tirpitz would seem to be the logical can- 
didate for the chancellorship, to which it has 
been rumored he will shortly be elevated. 

The Berliner Tageblatt says that a Tirpitz 
premiership would be a national calamity.” 


Regret Wermuth’s Retirement. 

Secretary of the Treasury Wermuth’s re- 
tirement is universally regretted. The fallen 
minister had many friends in the United 
States, dating from the time when he repre 
sented Germany at the exposition at Chi- 
cago in 1898. He ranked as one of the ablest 
chancellors of the exchequer Germany has 
ever had. 

The press of all parties bemoans his loss 
and says it is fresh proof that a statesman 
of real initiative and independence has not 
a place in the German bureaucratic system. 
Germany’s frenzied imperial finances have 
proved the downfall of four secretaries of 
the treasury within nine years. Nobody 
thinks that Herr Wermuth is the last victim. 
His successor, Herr Kuhn, is a sexagenarian 
bureaucrat, accustomed to bow blindly to the 


‘wishes of those higher up.

Dom Miguel prefaced his remarks by prais- 
ing Americans he has met, paying especial 
compliment to Mrs. J. H. Smith, mother of 
his daughter-in-law and widow of the Amer- 
ican speculater, Silent " Smith. 

He emphasized his belief that it is only a 
question of time when the Portuguese mon- 
archy will be restored, citing recent out- 
breaks in various parts of that country to 
support his contention that the present re- 
publican government is unstable. 


Will Command Royalist Army.

ATTACK ON KING OF ITALY

Many Persons Suspected of Being Ac- 
complices of D’Alba Arrested on In- 
tangible Clews of Newspapers.

ROME, March 23.—The police have not de- 
cided whether Antonio D’Alba, the youth 
who attempted to assassinate King Victor 
Enrmanuel, is an individualist anarchist, as 
he claims, an agent of the young Turks, an 
emissary of the Salonica committee, or an 
ordinary criminal paid by anarchists or 
chosen by lot. 

Dvery r in Italy is daily furnish- 
ing news of clews and contradicting others. 
The names of suspicious foreigners are pub- 
lished and their arrests recommended. Every 
tramp im Italy has been arrested. Many for- 
eigners have been arrested, but their names 
have been kept secret. 

The police yesterday arrested a Roumanian 
named Tacit. The pres» censor permitted the 
name to be telegraphed abroad and then 
stopped all reference to the case. Tacit’s 
fate is now a mystery. 

The result of these feverish investigations 
probably will be the same as in nearly every 
crime committed in Italy, that is, sooner 
or later all the suspects will be released for 
lack of evidence. This happened after the 
assassination of King Humbert and Lieut. 
Petrosino, and also in other crimes.

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in enn Revolution in China. 


HE recent dieturbances in Peking may 

prove calamitous to the art of the 

world. If the Louvre or the vatican 

should burn we would at least know 

our loss, but few Occidental connois- 
seurs have any conception of the precious- 
ness of certain collections of old Chinese art 
housed in flimsy palaces of the capital. 

The possibility that the truly wonderful 
collections of Tuan Fang, Lord Li, and 
other mandarins may have been looted and 
burned in the recent mutiny fills with horror 
all who have seen even a few of their treas- 
ures. In that case an incalculable inspira- 
tional force is lost to the world forever. 
Tuan Fang was for years viceroy of Chihll, 

where he made the most important collec- 
tion of old Chinese bronzes, paintings, porce- 
laine, etc., in existence—if it still exists 
with the patriotic intention of founding a 
national museum in Peking. When he was 
relieved of office this intention died or slum- 
bered. Recently he was again appointed to 
a viceroyalty. and two months ago the ca- 
bles reported that he had been murdered by 
his own troops in his provincial capital. 
Posthumous honors were decreed to him, 
but the next week the news was denied. It 
had been invented, we were informed, to fa- 
eilftate his escape.

Tt is uncertain which report was true, 
whether the great collector is alive or dead. 
There may be a faint hope that when the 
war began he removed his treasures to some 
place of safety. But fireproof warehouses 


are unknown in the Chinese city, and only 


the legation quarter would seem to be se- 
cure from mutinous troops. 

Lord Li, who also has a remarkable col- 
lection, is the only surviving son of Li Hung 
Chang. Besides these there are many less 
notable collections in Peking, and almost 
every Chinese family of rank has a few 
treasures which have been handed down 
from father to son for centuries. 

The present disturbances are undoubtedly 
at: opportunity for collectors. Oriental art 
has existed, of course, for thousands of 
years, but so far as Europe an aesthetics are 
concerned it did not exist until its effective 
discovery and dissemination began in Japan 
half a century ago. 

In a few brief decades since then it has 
profoundly influenced the creative art of the 
western world. This influence, as all keen 
observers realize, has onty just begun, and 
must be immeasurable in the future. 

a 1 

Japanese art began it, because its treas- 
ures were first ispersed. The earlier Chi- 
nese inspiration was recognized, but his mas- 
terpieces were 3 to have perished in 
dynastic wars. 

Now we begin to rende that. though a vast 
amount has been lost, much of the highest 
quality remains; that many mandarins' 
homes throughout the empire contain treas- 
ures cherished, or even secreted, by ancient. 
families for centuries... Under feudal condi- 
tions ‘secretivenéss. was a neceseary precati- 
tion, but now that 2 begin to hear of

foreign values, they must inevitably yield to 
the financial strain of changing conditions. 

and guard against the risk of loss, by selling 
their treasures. 

China, in short, is the treasure house of the 
twentieth century. The quality of the 
ancient masterpieces it contains was indi- 
cated last year by the paintings and sculp- 
tures secured in Peking by Charles L. Freer 
of Detroit and now in his collection, which 
the people of the United States will inherit. 

There wonderful creations form probably 
the finest collection of the kind outside of 
China. They prove at a glance the derivative 
nature of Japanese art and assert the kin- 
ship between the art of these two nations 
and that of India, Persia. and the remote 
Assyrian. It is of incalculable value to us 
that we have had representatives in the 
field.

The Field museum also, through the gen- 
erosity of Mrs. Blackstone, sent an expert, 
Dr. Laufer, into remote provinces of China 
and Tibet. Though his collection was made 
from the point. of view of ethnology. it con- 
tains many valuable treasures of ancient 
art, which were reviewed last spring in these 
columns. 

Success as a collector is not merely a ques- 
tion of sufficient dollars, but, as one expert 

put it, the finest gamble in the world.“ In 
China it involves an elaborate exchange of 
courtesies and preliminaries, with the final 
transfer of property thrown in furtively, se 
cretly, as an after thought. 

The treasure hunter sends out feelers in 
the shape of native experts, who whisper his 
desires here and there. His desires, and also 
his abilities and Mmitations. IS he can be 
fooled by inferior works or copies, why 
waste treasures on him? If he is intent only 
on bargains, priding himself on securing 
masterpieces for little or nothing. then he 
is fair game whom it is a righteous joy to 
cheat. 

If, however, he knows true from false, good 
from bad, and is willing to pay a fair price 
for great paintings, sculptures, bronzes, por- 
celains of the best periods. then news of his 
presence travels swiftly to remote prov- 
inces by a mysterious underground telegra- 
phy, and treasures owned for centuries by 
impecunious but proud old families are car- 
ried, afoot or by horeeback or came! back, 
and shown to him secretly in the capital. 

— — 
He does not need to travel himself far and 
wide—indeed, he would find nothing if:he did. 
All he needs is to wait, to be elaborately po- 
lite, to know his subject, and to buy with 
discrimination, and yet with a certain tact 
and lavishness. 

Now and then, for example, it may be ex- 
pedient to buy a commonplace thing in thé 
hope that better may come from the same 
source, perhaps from some proud old sensi- 
tive mandarin. always anonymous, whose

And our collector must no longer expect to 
get precious things for little or nothing, even 
in China, except by some rare and happy 
chance. The day for that has gone by. 
Chinese owners love their treasures and 
value them highly, and of late some knowl- 
edge of staggering foreign prices begins to 
penetrate the country with its insidious and 
persistent temptation. 

The looting soldier of 1900 or 1912 may sell 
stolen goods for a song, but legitimate pur- 
chase usually means 1 easonable prices, which 
Will probably advance as time goes on.

The Amelia Bianxius collection of old 
English tableware, presented to the Institute 
by Mrs. Holg- and Mrs. Bell in memory of 
their mother, is now on public exhibition in 
gallery 14 vt the instit ite. 

The collection is completely representative, 
containing fine examples, many of them 
famous pieces. from the earliest potters 
through all the various eighteenth century 
English wares, with a few colonial ex- 
amples. 

Beginning with two old Bristol William 
and Mary teapots, and a Wrotham slip bot- 
tle of 1703, we may follow the progress of the 
art through various kinds of Staffordshire 
and the potters who prepared the way for 
Wedgwood—Elers, Astbury, Jackfleld, and 
have Worcester from the Dr. 
Wall period to 1840, Chelsea, Coalport, Bil- 
leck, Swansea, Winton, the rare Nantgaro, 
Leeds, Crown Derby and others; also an ex- 
traordinary collection of the various luster 
wares. . 

The Wedgwood group js especially inter- 
esting. containing sevenéfamous pieces in 
the various colors of jasper ware from the 
Sanderson collection, one being the large blue 
granulated teapot illustrated in most of the 
books on the subject, with white figures ip 
relief from designs by Lady Templeton.

Other historic Wedgewood pieces are a 
plate and soup tureen made for Erasmus 
Darwin, the latter having been used for years 
by his famous grandson, Charles. One of 
Josiah Wedgwood's fifty copies of the fa- 
mous Portland vase is here, also the relief 
portraits in white Jasper of Nelson and 
Priestly. by Tassi, one of Flaxman, and a

There are tureens made for George III. 
and a German prince, fine specimens of the 
Wedgwood agate and luster ware, besides 
many examples of the beautiful queen’s ware 
and jasper ware in lilac, black, and the van 
ous blues and greens, with the exquisite clas- 
ric reliefs in white by Flaxman, Lady Tem- 
pleton, and others. 

In Leeds white pierced Ware there are four 
candlesticks of exquisite workmanship, a few 
platters and bowls, and a puzzle jug from 
which, in spite of its holes, water may be 
drunk. A puzzle teapot in brown and gold 
Rockingham ware, designed by Lady Cado- 
gan, is another odd piece. 
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t| The Divorce Problem By H. G. N 2115 


HERE has recently been a considerable 
amount of discussion of divorce in the 
public press, and the time is fast ap- 
proaching when. it will Nenecessary for 
the general Citizen to Serm definite 

opinions upon proposals for probably quite 
extensive alterations of our present divorce 
laws. It may not be out of place, therefore, 
to run through some of the chief points that 
are likely to be raised and to set out the main 
considerations affecting these issues. 
Divorce is not one of those things that stand 


| alone, and neither divorce law nor the general 


principles of divorce are to be discussed with- 
out a reference to antecedent arrangements, 
Divorce is a sequel to marriage, and a change 


in the divorce law is essentially a change in 


the marriage law. 

There was a time in this country when our 
marriage was a practically divorceless bond, 
soluble only under extraordinary circum- 
stances by people in situations of exceptional 


advantage for doing so. Now it is a bond un- 


der conditions, and in the event of the adul- 
tery of the wife or of the adultery plus cru- 
elty or plus desertion of the husband, and in 
one or two other rarer and more dreadful of- 
fenses it can be broken at the instance of the 
aggrieved party. 

—~ 

A change ih the divorce law is a change in 
the dissolution clauses, so to speak, of the 
contract for the marriage partnership. It is 
a change in the marriage law. 

A great number of people object to divorce 
under any circumstances whatever. This is 
the case with the orthodox Catholic and with 
the orthodox Positivist. And many religious 
and orthodox people carry their assertion of 
the indissolubility of marriage to the grave; 
they demand that the widow or widower shall 
remain unmarried, faithful to the vows made 
at the altar until death comes to the release of 
the lonely survivor also. Remarriage is re- 
garded by such people as a posthumous big- 
amy. 

nere is certainly a strong and logical case 
to be made out for a marriage bond that is in- 
dissoluble even by death. It banishes step- 
parents from the world. It confers a dignity 
of tragic inevitability upon the association 
of husband and wife and makes¢a love ap- 
proach the gravest, most momentous thing in 
life. It banishes forever any dream of es- 
cape from the presence and service of either 
party or of any separation from the children 
of the union. It. affords no alternative to 
„ making the best of it, for either husband 
or wife; they have taken a step as irrevocable 
as suicide. 

For my own part. I do not think the main- 
tenance of a marriage that is indissoluble, 
that precludes the survivor from remarriage, 
that givee neither party an external refuge 
from the misbehavior of the other. and makes 
the children the absolute property of their 
parents until they grow up, would cause any 
general unhappiness. 

Most people are reasonable enough, good 
tempered enough, and adaptable enough to 
shake down ever a grip so rigid, and I would 
even go farther and say that its rigidity. the 
entire absence of any way out at all, would 
oblige innumerable people to accommodate 
themselves to its conditions and make a 
working shccess of unions that, under laxer 
conditions, would be almost certainly dis- 
solved. | 


But when once we part from the idea of 


such a rigid and eterna! marriage bond—and 
the law of every civilized country and the 
general thought and sentiment everywhere 
have long since done so—often the whole 
question changes. If marriage is not so 
absolutely sacred a bond, if it is not an 
eternal’ bond, but a bond we may break on 
this account or that, then at once we put 
the question on a different footing. 

We may terminate it for adultery or cruel- 
ty, or any cause whatever if we may suspend 
the intimacy of husband and wife by sep- 
aration orders and the like; if we recognize 
their separate property and interfere be- 
tween them and their children to insure the 
health and education of the latter, then we 
open at once the whole question of a ter- 
Minating agreement. 

Marriage ceases to be an unlimited union 
and becomes a definite contract. We raise 
the whole question of What are the limits 
in marriage, and how and when may a mar- 
riage terminate? 

Now many answers are being given to that 
question at the present time. We may take 
as the extremest opposite to the eternal 
Marriage idea the proposal of Bernard Shaw, 
that marriage should be terminable at the 
instance of either party. You would give 
due and public notice that your marriage 
was at an end, and it would be at an end.

would be to have a marriage makable by 
the oral declaration of both parties and ter- 
minable by the oral declaration of either. 
which would be, indeed. no marriage at all, 
but an encounter. You might marry a 
dozen times in that way in a quarter of an 
hour.

Somewhere between these two extremes lies 
the marriage law of a civilized state. Let 
us, rather than working down from the eter- 
nal marriage of the religious idealists, work 
up from Mr. Shaw. The former course is, 
perhaps, inevitable for the legislator, but 
the latter is much more convenient for our 
discussion. | 
Now, the idea of divorce so easy and will- 
ful as Mr. Shaw proposes arises naturally 
out of an exclusive consideration of what 
I may call the amorous sentimentalities of 
marriage. 

If you regard, marriage as merely the 
union of two people in love, then, clearly, 
it is intolerable, an outrage upon human 
dignity, that they should remain intimately 
united when either ceases to love. And

INTERPRETING THE HON. SMALL. 

The Hon. Len Small is an amusing cuss. 
„Fellow citizens,” says the Hon. Small, in 
effect, you are unfitted for any large 
measure of electoral freedom. The primary 
law gives you too much of it. I am asking 
you to vote for me, but you ought not to 
have the right. I don’t like to be obliged to 
come before you and ask you to vote for me. 
bd much rather trust myself to my friend, 
Mr. Lorimer, in a convention. 

“T feel very strongly in this matter. The 
primary law is a monstrosity. It gives you 
the right to vote. You cannot safely be 
trusted with that privilege. You never 
should have had it. You have meddled. You 
have butted into politics: You are inter- 
fering with the orderly operation of political 
machines. You are making itimpossible for 
| politicians to dicker and deal between them- 
selves and make nominations by the delivery 
of delegates in- bulk. 

In the old days, when the institutions 
of the republic were safely propped up, a 
half-dozen men would be interested in hold- 
ing a caucus. They would hire a hall—a 
small hall if necessary—and pack it with 
men they could-depend on to support them, 
Sometimes they paid 50 cents or a dollar 
| per man to pack the hall. Others were ex- 


tempered young men. That caucus selected 
your delegates to conventions, and we, your 
leaders, controlled the delegates. We made 
your nominations, and you had the privilege 
of voting for them in election. 

That was a safe system, and the govern- 
ment built on it was secure. You were al- 
lowed to vote in elections, and that should 
have been enough for you. Demagogues,

That Ohicago needs and wishes this har- 
bor and is willing to pay its share of the cost 
is not now debatable. 

Chicago has investigated and debated this 


question for half a decade. The legislature 


of the state of Illinois has discussed it. 


There remains nothing to debate. 

Why, then, is the legitimate contribution 
sought of the United States government 
withheld? Engineers, experts, business 
men, public officials have decided in favor 
of the outer harbor. Why must Chicago 
go on its knees before congress, which has 
given so promptly and adequately to otber 
ports? 

Chicage is not challenging the need of a 
great harbor at the Calumet. Chicago pre- 
sents its pressing need of accommodations 
in the north basin for traffic already existing 
and now greatly embarrassed and restricted 
because of the lack of such -accommoda- 
tions. 

Whatever plan for harbor and river de- 
velopment may be adopted, the north basin 
harbor must make a part of it. Why, then, 
should it wait till the more difficult phases 
of the larger problem are settled? There is 
no reason on the surface. There is every 
reason why it should not wait. Chicago has 
not been a great beneficiary of congress. 
She asks for justice and considerate assist- 
ance now. ; 


MINORITIES AND MAJORITIES. 

There is very little danger that the evils 
of the tyranny of majorities will be ignored 
in the vigorous debating over the progres- 
sive program. And it is well that they 
should be kept clearly in the forefront of 
discussion whenever there is proposed any 
modification of our political institutions. 

But it is one thing to keep them clearly in 
mind and another to use them as fearful 
generalizations to frighten us from a sane 
examination of our American political sys- 
tem, a candid statement of its defects and 
a courageous attempt at amendment. 

Every American ought jealously to cher- 
ish his broad traditional ideals of individual 
liberty and to keep a wholesome fear of the 
tyranny of majofities. But it is also very 
clearly his interest to understand that the 
struggle now actually under way in Amer- 
ica is the struggle to prevent minorities 
from defeating majorities in the very mat- 
ters in which majorities by every test of 
free government ought to prevail. 

There isn’t the slightest appearance of a 
fight over the rights of minorities. The real 
fight is over their unjust privileges.

Bir Frederick Pollock, who has just de- 
serted the Unionist party, of which he was 
one of the shining lights, and has joined the 
Liberal camp, has taken this step more on 
account of his conversion to the cause of 
home rule than for any other reason. During 
his long stay in this country last year—he is 
a frequent visitor over here—he saw much 
of the leading Irish-Americans of New York 
and of the other big cities of the union, and 
their persuasions have been brought to frul- 
tion on his return to England by the extraor- 
dinary attitude of Sir Edward Carson, one 
of the other Ulster Unionist leaders who 
have preached armed rebellion rather than 
submission to any home rule measure enact- 
ed by parliament. 

Sir Frederick Pollock's accession to the 
home rule party is an affair of some impor- 
tance to the latter, for he is a man of such 
distinction and influence that his opinion car- 
ries very ‘great weight. Sir Frederick is 
known to every lawyer of any standing not 
only in Great Britain but algo in the United 
States and Canada as the editor of the Eng- 
lish Law Reports for the last eighteen years. 
He is professor of jurisprudence of the Uni- 
versity of Oxford, one of the few -foreign 
members of the Institute of France, and re- 
nowned as the most ekillful fencer in Eng- 
land. Last year King George appointed him 
a member of his privy council, thanks to 
which he is entitled to the prefix of the 
right honorable” to his name, and he has 
received academic honors from Harvard and 
a number of other big American and Cana- 
dian universities, besides having been invited 
on several occasions to address the American 
Bar association at its annual meeting. 

Sir Frederick is descénded from David 
Pollock, one of the best saddlers in England, 
who kept the leading saddlery shop in Lon- 
don, at Charing Cross, at the close of the 
eighteenth century. Of his thrée sons one 
became a field marshal and constable of the 
Tower of London, another chief justice of 
Bombay, and the third lord chief baron of 
the Court of the Exchequer. The latter re- 
ceived the baronetcy of which Sir Frederick 
is the third holder, his father having been for 
several years Queen Victoria’s remembranc- 
er and senior member of the Supreme Court 
of Judicature. He ls married to the daugh- 
ter of John Deffell of Calcutta, and one of 
his brothers, Walter, was formerly editor of 
the Saturday Review. 

> 

The difficulty in connection with the suc- 
cessorship to the post of prince assistant of 
the holy seat, resulting from the death with- 
out male issue of the late Don Marc Antonio 
Colonna, has been settled by the action of 
his next brother and heir, Don Fabrizzio 
Colonna, surrendering his rights of succes- 
sion to this loftiest of the lay dignities of the 
papacy to his eldest son, Marc Antonio Co- 
lonna, hitherto known by the title of Prince 
and Duke of Paliano. He is about 32 years 
of age and married in 1900 the enormously 
wealthy heiress of a Levantine of the name of 
Sursock, who had accumulated a fortune of 
many millions of dollars at Beyrout. 

In fact, the marriage was a good deal of 
a mesalliance, and damaged, as such, the 
prestige of Prince Paliano, which would be 
in a large measure restored if he were to be- 
come, ex officio, the acknowledged leader of 
the “black ”’ aristocracy, as-the chief of the 
pontifical court, and as the grandest and fore- 
most of all the nonecclesiastical dignitaries 
of the papacy. 

The reason for Don Fabrizzio stepping 
aside in favor of his son is that, being a 
man of 64, he has become too set in his ideas 
to give up his seat in the senate, which he. 
has occupied for nearly three decades, or 
his connection with the army, in which he 
figures as a general of cavalry on the reserve 
list. He did not find it possible to turn his 
back suddenly on all that he had professed 
until then, both as a senator and as a cav- 
alry commander. 

> : 

There was no question, as so meny people 
seem to believe, of his sacrificing his social 
connections. For when his elder brother, 
the late Marc Antonio, succeeded, on the 
death of his father, to the post of prince 
assistant of the holy seat he readily gave up 
his commission in the army and his office at 
the court of the quirinal, including that of 
principal chamberlain to Queen Margherita, 
but utterly declined to sever his social rela- 
tions with all the friends that he had formed 
with’ the white aristocracy. Nor was this 
expected of him. 

One day Leo XIII., who was very fond of 
him, began teasing nim about the matter. 
and commenced to speak in a rather satirical 
tone about his associations with those peo- 
ple over there,” meaning the quirtnal. With- 
out a minute’s delay, Don Marc Antonio re- 
plied, *‘ Holy Father, I know the respect and 
regard which I owe to your holiness and to 
the high office which has come to me by in- 
hneritance, but I cannot and will not give up 
my old personal associations and private 
friendships.. I know that your holiness wil! 
forgive me this perfectly straightforward 
declaration. I cannot do otherwise.”

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SCHOOL INSPECTION. 

ETWEEN the agitation for a na- 

tional child bureau, a national de- 

partment of -health, for state laws 

establishing school inspection, and 

for munieipal ordinance for the 
same purpose, and the expensive and 
wordy campaign against these being waged 
by the League of Freedom, every body 
will agree that school inspection is 
live issue. 

As an issue, it is more alive in cities 
than in rural communities, because city 
children need school inspection more. 

Rural communities are less in need of 
it, because they are less frequently in 
contact with communicable disease and 
their. children have more sunlight, air 
space, and physica] exercise. They are 
less well provided with machinery for 
carrying it out. They have less under- 
standing of the barm done by. neglecty 
of health, because they see less of it. 

No law can be enforced until the 
people understand it and can see what 
is to be gained for them. 


hats ae 

Therefore, school inspection starts in 
large sized cities, where the harm of 
neglecting contagion and physical health 
rubs right up against a good number of 
the people every day in the week. It 
spreads to smal] cities, made up of very 
thoughtful people. It works its way up 
to larger cities, places ‘where there are 
more people but less forethought than 
in the smaller. Next, it grows out into 
the rural districts. 

The inspection of school 
far four objects: 

1. Control of contagion. 

2. Prevention of communicable condi- 
tions other than contagion. 

3. Detection of physical defects. 

4. Care of children who are distinctly 
subnormal mentally. 

In large cities this work is so com- 
plex that it is divided between teachers. 
school physicians, school nurses, and 
departments for backward children. In 
small communities these several things 
are combined and done by one, or, at 
the most two, instead of four or five 
agencies.

The method of using school inspec- 
tion to contro} contagion is as follows: 

When the children assemble in the 
morning, the teacher notes all who com- 
plain of feeling ill, or appear sick, or 
have been absent from school for more 
than two days. Such children are 
closely questioned, and any who are 
open to the suspicion of having a con- 
tagious disease or a communicable con- 
dition are sent to a room in which they 
are kept separated from the balance of 
the children. . Here they remain until 
the school physician arrives. 

He or she questions each child as 
contagion at home or amongst shies 
with whom he has been in contact, 
passes on any certificates presented, 
and inquires into the ea use of absence 
from 

When it is necessary, this physician 
examines the throat with anf individual 
wooden tongue depressor, and examines 
any eruptions which are in evidence. If 
the child is found still in the contagious 
stage of scarlet fever, diphtheria, small- 
pox, measles, or one or two other dis- 
eases of lesser consequence, he is sent 
home. 

Excluded children are reported to the 
school, the health department, and the 
parent.

bbunds and need not necessarily be large. 
The smaller the pen the more often it should 
be spaded and raked so as to keep it fresh 
and clean. Such a run should also. be pro- 
vided. with shade during the hot summer 
months. 


The little back poultry plant is now 


about complete, with thé exception of treat- 


ing the insidé of the house to a good white- 
washing, and the stocking of the premises 
with the breed you wish to keep. But what- 
ever you do, don't put in a flock of mongrels. 
Good stock. costs more to start with, but the 
upkeep cot is the same, and productive 
power is much greater. 

It is not necessary to purchase prize win- 
ners unless you -want to go into the show 
business, but it is . impo t to pur 
chase either stock, eggs, of baby chicks of 
pure breed from a reliable party, Pure bred 
poultry will lay more eggs, as a rule, and 
will always have a better market value, and 
then again, if you want to sell the eggs for 
hatching, baby chicks, or surplus cockerels 
and pullets, there zie always be a ready 
market at a good pric 

In starting in the poultry business, even 
on a small scale, at this season of the year, it 

advisable to purchase the eggs for hatch- 
or else buy baby chicks. Breeders have, 
ap à rule, disposed of all of their surplus 
hens and pullets by this time, and those that 
are on the market at this season would nat- 
urally command a fancy price.

Die Incubator and Brooder. 

To those who prefer to hatch the chicks 
we would recommend using an incubator 
and brooder. Most of ‘the present day ma- 
chines are so constructed that they require 
little attentién, and can readily be operated | 
by the amateur. 

The opera of an incubator is interest- 
ing, and has some advantages over tne old 
hen. The machine hatched chicke are not 
troubled. with ice. Setting hens also are not 
always available when jt is desired to make 
the settings, not to mention the settings 
ruined by the forsaking of the nest by an 
unruly hen. It is: surprising” how many 
thousands of incubators are sold annually 
to city people, and this number will be in- 
¢reased materially when small poultry rais- 
ere in the cities and suburbs begin to realize 
how e zimple they are to operate, and how lit- 

tle troubid it is to look after them. Artifi- 
cial incubation has certathly been a boon to 
the poultry raisers, and has gone a long way 
in. making poultry raising one of the big 
industries ot the world 
Backyard ultry raising is just in its 
infancy, but the people in cities and villages 
are awakening to the fact that it is a paying 
proposition, and thousands are taking up this 
work in every section of this country. It is 
the logical solution of suppiying the masses 
with strictly fresh eggs at a nominal cost. 

The baby chick business is the latest branch 
ef the poultry industry, but it is growing 
enormously every year. Thousands of little 
cardboard or wooden boxes containing the 
newly hatched chicks are handled by va- 
rious express companies during each hatch- 
ing season,

Baby Chicks by Express. 

Day Old chicks can stand a long journey 
much better without food or water than 
chicks a month older. Some go on a four 
days’ journey and arrive at their destination 
in healthy condition. The fact is that baby 
chicks should not be fed for two or three 
days after they are hatched, the yolk of the 
eggs supplying all the nourishment neces- 
sary to their welfare. 

The demand for these little creatures is 
becoming so great that large hatcheries have 
installed mammoth incubators, turning out 
poe and even 30,000 chicks at one setting

fifty gross at $24 each amounts to. $1,209. 
Deducting that sum from 32.100, which 16 
the cost of fifty gross at the regular price of 
$42, shows a saving in purchase price alone 
of $900. 

If fifty gross of wide ribbonsare cut in two, 
any schog} boy can figure out that they are 
equivalent to 100 gross of narrow ribbons, 
which, had they been purchased at the $42 
rate, would have cost $4,200. But, being 
bought at the $24 rate, they cost only $1,200.

The following Tuesday the other young 
woman employed had found another posi- 
tion and left—minus two weeks’ salary. I, 
not having been so fortunate, staid, being 
promised nearly every cay to get my sal- 
ary in a day or two’’—until collections 
could be made, etc. How foolish I was to 
believe such promises! 

Finally, after working four weeke for 
her, I arrived at the office one morning, only 
to find it empty—furniture, typewriters, etc., 
all gone, as well as the woman.

, fully. Wipe dry and cover the underside 


with a thick paste of hot water and flour 
Lay it upside down in the dripping pan with 
enough warm water and vinegar to keep it 
from burning—say enough to stand an inch 
deep all around the ham. There should de a 
tablespoonful of vinegar to each quart of 
warm water. Fit a cover closely over the 
pan to keep in the steam and bake twenty- 
five minutes to the pound. Baste several 
times to keep the crust from scaling off. 
When the ham is done, take off the crust 
and peel away the skin. Have ready the 
beaten yolk of an egg and plenty of fine 
crumbs. Wash the hot ham with the yolk 
and strew thickly with crumbs. The oos- 
ing fat will be absorbed by the crumbs and 
season them well. Set aside until cold. 
then stick cloves in the top, put a_ frill 
of fringed paper about the knuckle, and 
garnish with red beets and parsley.

Fresh Air as a Moth Defer. 


For my own part, I have more faith in 
the outdoor treatment I have just de- 
scribed and in careful wrapping than in 
any of the compounds advertised as anti- 
moth preparations. If the woolens have 
been freed from the moths and their eggs 
by brushing, and are then carefully 
swathed, first in newspapers and then in 
cotton cloth, I defy the moths to Gamage 
them. 

To be commended also are the tar bags 


in which, after the hefac beating and 
airing, garments can be hung at full length, 
thus avoiding folding and crushing: Al- 
most as admirable are big pasteboard 
boxes in which skirts.and coats may be 
laid with only,one.doubling. When such 
garments are to be put away they should 
have newspapers pinned‘ about them before 
they are laid in the boxes and the cavers 
of these should’ fit tightly. Perhaps best 
of all are the cedar chests: which come es- 
pecially for keeping clothing from attacks 
by moths. They are not gheap in the first 
cost, but they pay for themselves in the. 
25 * they save. 

All clothing which is to be stowed — 
for the hot weather should be put In per- 
fect repair first. Set the necessary 
patches on the flannels that with mending 
may last another season, darn the woolen 
socks and stockings, replace the worn 
skirt braid on the heavy walking skirt, 
mend the torn linu of the thick coat and 
do whatever else ist needed to put the gar- 
ments In complete repair. 

It may be a nuisance ‘now wheh the 
spring rush is upon you, but when the cold 
Slee te ee ie coe bon 
hurry for warm garments, it will 
unspeakable comfort to find them in shea 
condition. 

This, too, is the time for putting up 
blankets. Have them washed first and see 


» that they are thoroughly dry and well

aired. Do not keep them in tar bags un- 
less you are sure you will have time to 
give them a good airing before you take 
them into service again. The smell of the 
tar lingers long and painfully. .

It follows, then, where there are young 
children, almost the first requirement in a 
maid ‘is good temper and an ability to take 
with equanimity the accidents that some- 
times assume great proportions. It is ag- 
sravating to have muddy tracks on the clean 
kitchen floor, to have the tidy dining-room 
turned into a railroad train, the apples for 
pies vanished, but with the best trained chil- 
dren these things—and worse—will happen. 
Childreh bring more children. The visitors 
are not always well trained, and chaos will 
reign at times. Then the good tempered maid, 
even if she sometimes forgets the bread, or 
serves from the wrong side, or does not get 

e chamber work done before lunch, is the 
223 ideal maid for that Tamily. 

Mutual confidence that each ‘intends to do 
her best by the other prevents much friction 
between mistress and maid. I have never 
had one—even the most exacting—but would 
give up her day out in an extreme emergency: 
for she khew that double the time would be 
given her as soon as possible. Mutual con- 
cessions work better for me than hard and 
fast rules, though of course it is better for 
both that the rules be established. 

Too much company has been the cause 
of most girls’ complaints, but I have found 
that the good natured girls do not take to 
heart the upsetting of routine incident on 
company, as the ultra efficient one is apt to. 
The one with an equable disposition will do 
her best to rise to an emergency, and if you 
will do the same, peace will reign in your 
household. A girl knows es well as you do 
that the dinner dishes will not spoil if they 
are not washed the night her best friend is to 
be m ed. Absolute fairness and specific 
requirements, that yet can be modified, will 
help to hold the most captious competent, 
while the happy go lucky will take a won- 
derful brace if not scolded so much for re- 
missness as praised when she does well, and 
encouraged to do better. 

Just plain humanity and putting yourself 
in her place while you instruct her will 
often make a good maid out of unpromising 
material, but the best maid is the good na- 
tured one, who likes you, and wants to please 
you for that reason. I have lived in different 
cities and have sometimes had trouble in get- 
ting this kind of helpers, but never have had 
any difficulty about keeping them.

their “gray matter.” In fact, the most 
learned scientists admit that they have made 
only a beginning in the study of the most im- 
portant part of the human body. b 


Perhaps the most interesting fact regarding 
the brains of men and animals is that weight 
does not always indicate a high state of men- 
tality. Repeated tests have proved that the 
average male brain weighs about forty-nine 
ounces, and that the average female brain 
weighs about forty-four ounces. However, the 
| relative weight of the male and female brains 
1 to that of the body is about the seme in beth 

ag sexes. | 
The taller the individual, the greater is his 
brain weight, but tests have shown that short 
persons have proportionately heavier brains 
than tall people. At birth the weight of the 
average male infant's brain is 11.405 ouness; 
of female infants, 10 ounces, After the age of 
50 the brain loses an une in weight every 
ten years. 

According to some scientists, every haman 
being gets a complete new outiit of brains 
about every two months.

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„Diamonds Fall from 


Sky Says Scientist 


Arrow tndicates Where Diamond Lies Buried in the Earth. 
‘ EXT time you see a meteor scorching through the sky run out and ecateh it if 


you can—there may be a diamond in it. Diamomde have been found im meteors 
before now, as, for instance, in the famous fall of Nowa-Urei, in Russia, Nov. 22, 
1886, Sir William Crooks holds the theory that large number of diamonds have 
fallen t this way from the sky. The meteor, in fact, ts not anlike the furnace 
in which scientists have succeeded in prodacing tiny attificial diamonds. The meteor 
starts its fight through space composed of perhaps twenty elements. At first it is not 


afire, but as it enters the earth’s atmosphere the resistance of the air, through which it 


moves at a rate of pethaps fifty miles a second, produces so much heat that the meteor 
begins te glow, The more volatile elements of which it is composed ate given off as gas, 
forming the jaminows tail. The more solid substances hold together and at white-bot heat 
strike the earth’s sufface and sink into it. Cooling begins rapidly. The surface of the 
meteor is soon hard and black, while the center is still red hot. This shrinking from

thereby formed into pure diamond crystals.

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That women get three out of every four 
divorce decrees is shown. In [llinois in 1906 
4,462 decrees were given women, as compared 
with 1,481 given men. Desertion was the 
principal cause of divorce petitions, apd the 
women in the one year were granted 1,769 
decrees and the men 864 on this ground. On 
a charge of cruelty 1,388 women and only 87 
‘men were granted separations. Habitual 
drunkenness was proved by 646 wives and by 
39 husbands. On statutory grounds the di- 
vision was more even, 455 wives and 456 hus- 
bends being granted decrees. On bigamy, also, 
husband and wife were equal, wives getting 
five and husbands six decrees. Nine women 
were divorced for attempts upon their lives, 
and only two husbands. - 

The first year of marriage is the period 
of most difficulty. If it can be got through 
safely the rest of the married life will be more 
secure. Women here, as elsewhere, lead. 
Figures for a given period and territory, col- 
lected by the federal census, show that for 
marriage lasting nly one year or less 14,321 
women, and 6,429 men were granted divorces. 
The second year the number of divorce peti- 
tions was only one-third that of the first, 
women being granted 5,521 and men 2,134. 
Thence on the number of families brought 
into court for dissolution decreases steadily 
until in the sixteenth year only 886 women 
and 308 men were granted decrees. For all 
the years after the twenty-first year of mar- 
riage the petitions granted amountad to only 
3,510 for women and 1,116 for men.

HAT is a “ripe old age?” 
It has been estimated that there 
‘are 25,000 people living in the city 
of Chicago between 70 and 80 years 
of age: 6,000 over 80. There is no distinction 
in being one of 25,000, and but little in being 
one of the 6,000. The octogenarians make up 
one four-hundredth of the population. Some- 
where between 90 and 100 one gets into the 
charmed circle, the 400; and somewhere about 
100 into ‘that N inner circle of fashion, 
the 150. 

Haller thought that a man should live to be 
200. Buffon fixed the limit at between 90 
and 100. Dr. Harvey Wiley is of the same 
opinion. Flourens held that since it takes 
man twenty years to attain his full growth 
he should live to be 100. Five times the years 
necessary to attain full growth seems to hold 
fairly well. for animals, but there are many 
who attack Flourens’ theory in its application 
to man, as the factors controlling the dura- 
tion of human life are variable.

“Why Is the Pessimist 2" 

Emile Zola, in “ The Joy of Living,” tells 
of a rheumatic old man, tried by severe at- 
tacks of gout, who maintained his good hu- 
mor, while his young son. although vigorous 
and in good health, professed extreme pes- 
simism. 

Why is the pessimist? 

Metchnikoff tells us in “The Nature of 
Man” how “sentient man, regarding his lot 
in the world, had found it evil. Philosophy 
and literature, religion and folk lore, in an- 
cient and modern times have been deeply 
tinged with pessimism. The source of these 
gloomy views lies in the nature of man itself. 
Man has inherited a constitution from re- 
mote animal ancestors, and every part of his 
structure, physical, mental. and emotional, 
is a complex legacy of diverse elements. 

“ Possibly at one time each quality had its 
purpose as an adaptation to environment; but. 
as man, in the course of his evolution, and 
the environment itself have changed, the old 
harmonious intercourse between quality and 
circumstances has been dislocated in many 
enses. 

This has produced what Prof. Metchnikoff 
calls “disharmony.” Structures. habits, and 
desires persist which are no longer useful. 
sometimes even harmful. The resultant dis- 
harmony breeds pessimism.

Pessimism is founded on an essential char- 
acteristic of human feelings—that pleasures 
always bring less satisfaction than pains 
bring grief. A discord in music, for example, 
is more painful than the best music is de- 
lightful. The pain of toothache is much more 


violent than our relief when the tooth has 


been pulled. Animals and children in good 
health are generally; cheerful and of an op- 
timistic temperament ; when they fall ill they 
become sad and melanchaly, until they re- 


cover.

Optimism Related to Health. 


Pessimism is the result of an inability to 
adapt one’s self to one’s environment. This 
is often the case with the person who has a 
delicate nervous system, with an accompany- 
ing extreme development of the sensibilities. 
The least blow to his pride or a slighting 
word from a friend is sufficient to plunge him 
into the depths. 


An optimistic view is correlated with nor- 
mal health; while pessimism is often the re- 
sult of some physical or mental disease. This 
will not always hold good, however, for many 
blind persons and those afflicted with chronic 
diseases are happy. 

Youth is the age of pessimism. Most of our 
pessimistic geniuses were young— Byron, Leo- 
pardi, Goethe in his pessimistic period, Hart- 
mann, Mailaender, Schopenhauer, and others 
less well known. They had not yet become 
possessed of what may be called, for lack of 
a better terminology, a “ sense of life,” a de- 
sire to keep on living. It generally develops 
rather late in life, though a serious illness, 


‘an! attempted suicide, or an accident which 


nearly means death may stimulate its ap- 
peqrance much earlier. 


Moebius maintained that one may remain 
a pessimist in theory, but that actually to be 
one it is necessary to be young. Schopen- 
hauer as an old man enjoyed life and war 
no longer a pessimist. 

Pessimism, therefore. is only a temporary 
condition, almost surely to be replaced later 
on by optimism. The foundation of true op- 
timiam is this “instinct of life,” which may 
be likened to a sixth sense. 

Darwin says that old age is proof of fitness 
to live. To live Jong is honorable. It is 
proof of a good inheritance and a sensible 


life. It means freedom from disease and great 
alcoholic excess: it means cleanness inside 
and out: it is proof, as Darwin put it, of 


fitness. for none save the fit survive.

The Drama Players 
have been assigned a task which would stagger the Comédie 
Francaise, and thus far, with a company one-third the size of 
that organization, they have acquitted themselves in @ manner 
not unworthy of the Comédie. They have earned a respite from 
“The Voysey Inheritance.”

It was called Le Choix de la Vie. [The 
Choice of Life. J. There are menv readers 
who are familiar with it, vet it is of dis- 
tinctfve and peculiat interest. It is in every 
a book for women. Were the views 
therein expressed put into form of a lecture, 
m would be well to advertise that lecture as 
intended solely for women. It is a searching 
hook, and is fearlessly critical of sex. It 
has a quality of sex itself. 

Mme. Maeterlinck is a devoted writer: Her 
greatest desire is to be an authoress. Even 
now she is preparing for publication in 
America a book for children; she is re-telling 

e Blue Bird in a form suitable for young 
people. She has written from time to time 
on the heroines of Maeterlinck; she has 
described fhe striking performances of 
„ Pelleas et Melisande, and of Macbeth 
at Saint Wandrille. and finally she has de- 
talled the routine life lived by ber husband 
and herself at the Abbey. 

But Le Choix de la Vie” is her only book 
—one into which she has unreservedly put 
herself: one which should be more general! 
circulated for the better understanding of 
her own personality. It is the source book 
of the feminism of her husband's plays.

Nes, she said. in discussing it recently. 
Le Choix de la Vie is based on per- 
sonal experience; and I may appear presump- 
tuous in telling the truth about it, but here 
it is:

2 Mission Makes Life 
Brighter for Invalid Poor. 


An interesting charity is the work of the 
Chicago flower mission. which distributed 
28,000 bouquets last year among the sick poor 
of Chicago, The primary object of this organ- 
ization is the distribution of flowers during 
the months in which flowers are in blossom, 
from the middle of May until the middle of 
October. Churches, church societies, such 
as the King’s Daughters, for example, and 
women’s clubs in small towns in the vicinity 
of Chicago send in quantities of flowers. An 
arrangement has been made with the ex- 
press companies whereby packages bearing 
the flower mission label are carried free of 
charge from any town within a radius of 100 
miles of Chicago. 

From visiting nurses and in various other 
ways the mission ascertains the whereabouts 
of the needy and friendless ill. During the 
past summer about 28,000 bouquets were sent 
out to the various city hospitals and charita- 
bie institutions, créches, old people's homes, 
settlement houses, to the shut-ins every- 
where, and the incurables of the tenement 
districts.

In the winter months the members of 
this mission make clothing and toys and 
dress dolls to be given out at Thanksgiving 
and Christmas. This year fifty dolls, newly 
dressed, were gent in from the country. 
Twelve families were helped at Christmas 
time, provided with warm clothing, food, 
and some toys for the children. Canned fruit 
and jelly, most of which is sent in from outly- 
ing towns, are distributed from time to time 
wherever most needed. 


About fifty women have become members 


of this organization, though many assist in 
the work who have net yet joined the mis- 
sion. Various Chicago women’s clubs con-

To 
others more im touch with musical affairs the 
history of the organization, which is un- 
known in America, will be of interest. In 
189 Mr. Robert Newman of London formed 
an orchestra under the leadership of Mr. 
Henry J. Wood to give what were afterward 
known as “ promenade concerts in Queen's 
hall. In order to bufld up an ensemble in 
the shortest time possible the membership 
of the orchestra was retained from year to 
year. This orchestra continued operations 
until 1904, when fifty of its members with- 
drew and established the present London 
‘Symphony orchestra, which is therefore sev- 
enteen years younger than our own Thomas 


orchestra. 


No permanent conductor was chosen for 
the new orchestra, but the leading masters 
of the baton from continental centers of 
music were invited to direct its concerts, the 
first of which was given in Queen's hall on 
June 9, 1904, under Hans Richter. Dr. Fred- 
erick Cowen conducted the second concert, 
and Arthur Nikisch the third. Other con- 
ductors who have appeared are Fritz Stein- 
bach, Sir Charles ‘Villiers Stanford, Eduard 
Colonne, Sir Edward Elgar, George Henschel, 
Peter Raabe, Wassili Safanoff, Max Fiedler, 
and Sergius Kussowitsky. Under Nikisch 
the London Syniphony orchestra visited 
Paris in 1906 and Antwerp im 1908. 

Its present season comprises thirteen sym- 
phony concerts in London, ten in the Eng- 
lish provinces, and the American tour of

bers 100 musicians, of whom ninety-six are

As conductor of the 

Boston Symphony orchestra from 1889 to 

1893, he became a factor in the musical de- 

velopment of this country. He was born in 

Lebeny Szent Mikolas, Hungary, in 1856, 
educated at the Vienna and Leipsic conserva- 
tories, and began his career as assistant con- 
ductor of the latter city’s opera in 1878. 

Four years later he was made first con- 
ductor. After his sojourn in Boston. which 
he is said to have found most uncongenial. 
a condition reported at the time to have 
rested on a mutual dislike between the music 
lovers of that conservative city and the then 
progressive conductor, he returned to Fu- 
lope, assuming the direction of the opera in 
Budapest. Two years later he was called to 
the Leipsic Gewandhaus orchestra. In that 
city he still resides, though he is heard as 
guest conductor regularly: ih Berlin, Lon- 
don, St. Petersburg, Paris, Geneva. Zurich, 
and Basel. 

Nikisch will offer the following program in 
Chicago: “Leonora Overture No. 3 of 
Beethoven, Techaikowsky's “ Francesca da 
Rimini.“ the Tanrhfuser overture, and 
the C minor symphony of Brahms. ‘The se- 
lection is not conspicuous for its nov elty, but 
then Nikisch is no longer an apostie of mo- 
dernity.

apologizing far Mr. Boncl's somewhat in- 


different performance in recital last Sunday 


and contrasting him unfavorably with the 
brilliant Irish tenor, John McCormack, has 
caused the Latin artist to feel that he has 
been treated unjustly. He presents his side 
or the argument tr froent and fairly correct 
English. In fact, he writes English much 
better than he sings it, as the following may 
serve to prove:

My Dear Sir—I have read an article in The 
Tribune of March 16. in which vou make an 
unnecessary comparison between Mr. McCor- 
mack and me, generously ascribing to him 

‘the artistic advantages of the afiernoon as 
eontrasted with myself. 

In plain words you seem to mean that the 
miscellaneous program (these are the words 
that you use in referring to it) which I sung, 
made up of samples ranging from the old Italian 
masters to the modern French, Italian, and 
American schools, such as Paixello, Varis- 
simi, Pergoleso, Caccini, .Cimarosa, Thomas, 
Verdi, David, Chaminade, Massenet, Debussy, 
Cadman, Rogers, de Koven, Puccini, Mas- 
cagni, etc.- all compositions of different epochs, 
styles, and languages—was, according ta your 
opinion, below the standard set by the pro- 
gram of Lrish ballads presented by the other 
tenor at the next house. This statement is 80 
interesting that I do not wish to spoil it with 
any comment, 

As to the matter of interpretation, permit 
me to say that I have too much respect for 
my colleagues to follow you on the estimates 
ef our vocal attributes and achievements 
Nevertheless, as you have deliberately pro- 
voked me, deeming it opportune to deal with 
nnnecessary comparisons and gratuitously be- 
eh upon me the patent of inferiority, I 

‘annot help but say, that by your article you 
oa furnished your readers with fresh evi- 
denee that your knowledge of piano teaching 
rails to make you understand the difference be- 
tween falsetto and real voice. 

A really great artist, dear Mr. Critic, bringsa 
sense of distinction even in the interpretation 
of the lower forms of composition and never for 
one moment resorts to tricks of any kind. An 
artist induiges in tricks only when he is unable 
to do the real thing. There are publics and 
critica. whose ears and tastes are not offended 
by certain vocal substitutions; there are others 
who cannot stand them. The former are re- 
sponsible for the exploiting of such criticism 
as that which has appeared in the columns 
of The Tribune,“ and find it quite natural 
that a music critic should fill two or three 
columns of a valuable paper in lau@ing the 
sartorial distinction of a singer who cannot 
sing. As a logical consequence, they do not 
mind at all if the same critic writes that of 
Mr. Bonci’s recital it is unnecessary to speak 
at length.“ By such competent, just, serene 
critics an artist is to be called much adver-

daughters. They were a ne’er-do- 

well lot, the husband addicted to drink, and 
gaining a scanty living by hunting and fish- 
ing, and by petty thefts. The oldest 
daughter, Margaret, at an early age hecame 
famous for her beauty and notorious for her 
dees. As the other girls grew up, they proved equally vicious; and all five led 

-giserable, dissolute leves. 

Many years afterward, an official of the New York Prison Association, while on 
visit to Kingston jail, found a family of six persons confined there, serving 
entenee or awaiting trial. There were two brothers, one charged with having 
eeeived stolen goods, the other under sentence for burglary and assault; their two 
daughters, arrested for vagrancy; and two boys, aged nineteen and fourteen, both 


if whom were accused of assault with intent to kill. On inquiry, it developed that 
ese six persons were direct descendants of the girl Margaret; and the visitor was 
wid that many relatives of theirs, descended from her sisters, were likewise of a bad 
daracter. This suggested a systematic investigation of the family history; and 
shen this was done, the 8 were astounding. 

Altogether, the records of seven hundred and nine descendants of the five sisters 
gere accurately tabulated. Of the entire seven hundred and nine, it was discovered 
hat only twenty-two had ever become persons of property, and that eight of these 
ad lost whatever little property they acquired. No fewer than seventy-six had 
wen convicted of various crimes, having committed, according to the court records, 
me hundred and fifteen offences; as many as one hundred and twenty-eight were 
mown to be women of loose morals; one hundred and forty-two had received outdoor 
chef: and sixty-four had been in the county alms-house. 

Qn the surface, a record like this would seem to demonstrate the blighting, 
weseapable consequences of a bad heredity; and the history of this family, or of 
eme other like it, has frequently been cited by scientifie writers in support of such 
rien. But there is an interesting sequel that has not received the attention 
deserves. 

There was brought one day to the offices of the Children’s Aid Society, New York, 
,foundling who, on investigation, turned out to be a descendant, in the seventh 
generation, of this same Margaret. A home was obtained for the child with a kind- 
red widow, Whose own little ones had grown to maturity, married, and scattered 
» different parts of the country. At the age of ten the foundling — now a fine, 
ll-nourished, lively boy — began to show « somewhat unruly spirit; and, owing 
» the advanced age of his guardian, it was thought well to put him in another 
wme. Taken to a Western State by an agent of the Society, he was adopted by 
farmer and his wife, who, in their treatment of him, united firmness with great 
tindness. The boy was quick to respond. His unruliness disappeared, and he 
ename earnest, studious, and a good worker. His record at school was excellent; 
tis reputation in the community was of the best. The older he grew, the more 
wpular and respected he became. 

When last heard from by the officials of the Children’s Aid Society, in the early 
years of his manhood and starting out in the world for himself, this descendant of 
ifamily of degenerates, this voung man with such a terrible family history hehind 
iim, displaved none of the failings and defects of his ancestry. On the contrary. 
de gave every evidence that he possessed u sound moral foundation on which to bull:

abnormalities — a great corrective influence 
may be set in motion by giving him good 
surroundings, which may even have the effect 
tendencies to weaknesses and viciousness. 
Since it was first organized, rather more than half a century ago, the Children’s 
Aid Society has placed in good homes, mainly in states west of the Mississippi, the 
enormous number of nearly 28,000 children. Most of these it has taken from the 
slums, many from parents who by reason of their evil habits were unfit guardians. 
In hundreds, nay, thousands, of cases there was every reason to expect, assuming 
the soundness of the heredity theory, that there would be no chance of redeeming 
the child, of saving it from intellectual torpor and moral obliquity. Yet, the 
Society, which keeps closely in touch with every orphan and waif adopted under its 
nuspices, affirms, as the result of recent tabulation, that of its nearly 28,000 
wards fully eighty-seven per cent.— or four per cent. more than is the case among 
nll children, irrespective of parentage — have turned out well, growing up to he

of great honor and responsibility. Two cases may 
splendid work the Society is doing in conserving the most 
the nation, its children; and also illustrative of the tremendous 
influence of a good environment. 

Shortly before the Civil War, a New York policeman picked up on the street a 
ragged urchin whom he had noticed loitering about and sleeping in store-entrances 
and hallways. The boy was a typical child of the slums, a homeless orphan. He 
was committed to the city institution on Randall’s Island; and, after having 
heen kept there for several months, was transferred to the eare of the Children’s 
Aid Society, which undertook to find a home for him. 

In midsummer of 1859, accordingly, he was sent to Indiana with a party of other 
homeless lads, and was placed with Mr. E. K. Hall, a Noblesville farmer. Two years 
later, to the mingled grief and pride of his foster parents, and when not yet fifteen 
years old, he enlisted in the service of his country, entering the army as a drumme: 
boy. After the war, he went back to the Indiana farm, and, employing his leisure 
moments to good advantage, prepared for college. In the seventies, equipped with 
an excellent education and a well-disciplined mind, he moved farther West. He 
finally settled in North Dakéta, where, after engaging various 
enterprises, hè became, in 1881, the cashier of a bank. 

His thoughts now turned to polities, into which he plunged with vigor and earnest 
ness, and with every prospect of success, as he had in the meantime won for himself 
a commanding position as one of the most popular and trusted men in his com 
munity. In 1884, he ran for the post of county treasurer, won his election, and, 
adding to his reputation by the way he conducted this office, held it continuously 
for six years. Then, higher 
honors were thrust upon 
him; for, in the fall of 
1890, ‘‘Andy’’ Burke, the 
former ragged New York 
street boy, became Gover 
nor Andrew H. Burke of 
North Dakota. 

Closely paralleling his 
career is that of another 
New York child derelict, 
similarly picked up on the 
street about the time young 
Burke was, and, by a curi- 
ous coincidence, a compan- 
on of his in the little parts 
of boys sent to Indiana in 
1859 by the Children’s Aid

Lily had been mak- 
ing lovely green ringlets of dandelion stems, and they 
were dangling over her rose leaves of ears, as she had 
stared around a fold of her mother’s blue skirt at 
Little Moses and the Vase. Little Moses was a semi- 
annual excitement of @the village, going autumn and 
spring trom house to house, with his great pack hung 
over his slender, bent shoulders, which seemed to have

It 
is Japanese lacquer that has the vogue one season, and 
ivory and rattan that creep in the next. The bedstead 
of today is hammered Lrass, and tomorrow it’s a tester 
of the wood of satin. The library desk, for the nonce, 
is as solid as a house, sitting tight to the floor and as 
immovable as stone; and in a twinkling it is ealled un- 
wholesome unless it rises from the floor on dainty legs, 
and twirls about as easily as a whist table.

| veloping of something standard and enduring 
in America — or, rather, in these modern days— is 
slow and discouraging. ’’ 

And he proceeded to show why, mentioning the great 
irregularity and the rapid changes in house structure, 
the constant introduction of new ideas as to sanitation, 
the ceaseless discovery of new processes of manufac- 
ture; and, not leasi of all, the swift exhaustion of the 
sources of supply. There was no such multiplicity of 
circumstances for the designers of the early day to 
wrestle with. The furniture of early England and of 
the Dutch Republic was made of oak, a wood that was 
dommon enough throughout both countries. Later, came 
the utilization of the walnut; and with the return of Sir 
Walter Raleigh from his expeditions to the Americas, 
inahogany came into use. Cane and bamboo entered 
into the furniture art when the opening of the ocean 
passages to the Orient by Vasco da Gama and Magel- 
lan resulted in bringing back, 
by ship, material which could 
not have been carried by the 
old caravan routes. And 80 
with many of the older 
changes. Most of them were 
the result of some one or two 
big, broad events, whose in 
fluence was spread over a 
great length of time and was 
not disturbing either to busi. 
ness or to art, 

The Cromwellian simplicity 
and severity which followed as 
1 reaction from the extrava 
vance of the Elizabethan 
period, and the effect of which 
was transferred to the United 
States by the Puritan and 
Pilgrim migrations, was. of 
comparatively slow introdue 
tion. And after the Cromwell 
ian period had elapsed, the 
Jacobean, wherein it was ‘‘no longer considered a sin 
to adorn the household, came in without much -flour- 
ish and without much overturning of previous condi- 
tions. There was probably more disturbance in the 
period of the Peninsular wars, which led to the intro- 
duction into England of the French and Spanish styles; 
and in the times of the Louis’s, when France swept 
rapidly from one extreme of ornamentation to an- 
other, there must have been many compulsory changes 
in outward form. But none of these changes could be 
compared to those of the modern age. 

Today, a new mood or a new form is carried from 
one end of the country to another as promptly as news- 
papers or periodicals can prepare the stories or the 
advertisements. Fast freight renders it no more difh- 
cult to introduce a new model at a distance of 2000 
miles than at a distance of twenty miles. And the in- 
stability of the popular abodes, especially in cities, 
takes away the last vestige of excuse for adherence to 
old conventions and prejudices. People listen with far 
more readiness to the persuasion of the new than to 
the allurements and charms of the old. They seem to 
want to be humored with novelty. And, as trade al, 
ways takes the line of least resistance, trade has to 
ussume the difficult task of meeting) the moods as the) 
come, or of guessing or directing them in advance, if 
it can do so. It has to understand the predilections of 
different communities, and allow for them. It has to 
measure the duration of the popularity of different 
fads, and prevent itself from losing by an under-esti 
mate, or vice versa. It has to cater to the very human 
tendency to want things distinct from one’s neighbors, 
and yet not multiply these things so fast as to over. 
stock the trade and bewilder the patrons. It has to be 
careful not to make a style popular to such an extent 
that the source of supply of the material constituting 
the style becomes prematurely exhausted. 

And that is why trade has to go at the problem 80 
systematically. It has to assemble to its service al! 
the devices, familiar and unfamiliar, for commending 
the results of the manufacturers’ ingenuity to the jaws 
of the public purse. Beginning with the expositions, 
where it ‘‘jollies’’ the dealers, it has to spread its 
schemes in every direction to“ jolly’’ the retail buyers 

For instanee, a dealer whose fancy has been smitten 
with a certain dining room suite at the exposition, is 
induced to display that suite in his own store windows, 
surrounded with all the appropriate fineries — the pol- 
ished hardwood floor, specially laid for the occasion;

the tasteful rug, the appropriate paper ou the wall; the 
decanters, glassware, linen and silver on the sideboard, 
and a big lamp hanging from the ceiling and shedding 
its soft light over the table. By some mysterious unity 
of trade action, which the dealer may or may not under- 
stand, all these elements are ready for him, and they 
all blend with one another in inviting harmony. Some- 
where at headquarters, the rug man and the wall paper 
man, the window shade man and the couch cover: man — 
for it is becoming a custom to have a couch in the 
dining room — have rubbed their heads together and 
decided to join with the furniture man in putting forth 
this display. Furthermore, by the same mystery of 
trade action, the press man and the writer have joined 
in the conspiracy; and the household publications, the 
newspapers, and the arts and crafts periodicals are 
‘alling attention to the ‘‘prevailing’’ colors and de- 
signs. The merchant finds his little exhibit reenforeed 
from a couple of dozen different angles. 

The rest lies with the public. You and I pass by the 
windows of the store, with our wealth — such as it may 
he in our pockets, our covetous eyes in our heads; 
and, beholding the display, we faney ourselves trans 
ported to some new home — Oh, so much more original 
than our own! If we do not buy at 
once, we wish we might. If we wish 
we might, sooner or later we are pretty 
sure to put that wish into execution, 
especially if it is one of our women 
folk who gets the wish. And thus, in 
the course of time, a new style will 
hecome introduced, 

At first blush, this result would 
to be the achievement of the 
tradesman’s purpose; and, to a cer 
tuin extent, it is. It starts the fac 
tory going with the new form; it 
creates business all along the line; it 
brings in the money. But right at 
this point comes in another difficulty, 
which further illustrates why the de 
veloping of something standard and 
enduring is peculiarly impracticable 
at the present time, and why we, the 
publie, must continue to he subject to 
the shifting of styles. 

That difficulty is that. You and I, 
the buyers, will not tolerate seeing the same dining room 
display in that one store window for too long a time. 
If it is still there after we have seen it a dozen or two 
times, we begin to think that the store in question is 
not enterprising enough to have anything else to ex- 
hibit. We turn our patronage to a neighboring store. 
Or, we may even begin to get the impression that the 
said dining room suite is already old and out of date. 
And the storekeeper who wants to keep to the front, 
who wants to go on commanding enough of our patron: 
age to sustain his business, is obliged to look to the 
manufacturer for something new. 

The manufacturer, in turn, looks to the designer. 
The designer looks to his wits, and so the mill begins 
all over again; the furniture maker, the rug maker, the 
curtain maker, the wall paper maker, even the picture- 
frame maker conspiring to produce something that will 
sell. And not only this, but these factors, appreciating

CHOLERA IN THE PHILIPPINES

We were in the Philippines — “ out in 
the provinces.’’ One afternoon a guest 
came, an American. He seemed unwell, 
and at dinner I saw a shadow come over 
his face, and his lips turned almost 
black; my husband sprang toward him, 
and, as he fell, the stiffening lips spoke 
the dreadful word: Cholera.“ 

The nearest physician was forty miles 
away. With hot water, chlorodyne, and 
brandy we fought the terrible Thing. The 
typhoon signals were up, and at nine 
o’clock the storm came, and the frail 
house rocked in the wind. Going into the 
kitchen about nine-thirty, I found the fire 
out and the servants gone. I had tried 
to keep them; but the native fears the 
cholera as he fears the evil one. We had 
two big lamps, with extra chimneys, and 
these, heated, and wrapped in flannel, we 
used for the hot-pack. By twelve, the 
patient lay quiet, stupefied from the effect 
of the drug. It seemed only a question 
of avoiding a second attack, and this 
seemed possible by constantly changing 
the hot chimneys. My husband insisted 
that I should rest for two hours. I hesi- 
tated; he was himself not well; but I 
was very tired, and yielded. Half an 
hour later, I awakened suddenly. The 
baguio was at its height. An impelling 
dread brought me to my feet. I heard a 
low moaning from the sick room, and 
entering, I found our guest in a paroxysm 
of pain, and my husband lying on the 
floor, unconscious. 

For an instant, I was dazed. I was 
conscious of the storm, of the deep, shud- 
dering moan of the surf half a mile away, 
and of the white face of my husband that 
scemed stamped with the stillness of 
death. Then, the groaning of the sick 
man foreed itself upon my attention — 
he was suffering; the other was not — and 
I stepped over the man on the floor, whose 
life meant more to me than anything in 
the world, to minister to the stranger 
within our gates. I realized, with sur- 
prise, that my hand was steady as I meas- 
ured twenty drops of chlorodyne, and gave 
the brandy for the reaction.

A month later a physician 
found a name for it — tuberculosis — and 
it was three years before he was well; but 
that night I saw, far into the future, and 
knew!

gestible of beings; that he reacts to every 
detail in his surroundings; no matter how 
trivial such details may seem to his par- 


ents; and that the impressions made upon | 
his childhood 


him by the environment of 
and youth, being consciously or subeon- 
sciously remembered, may affect for good, 
or ill, the whole course of his later years. 
There is, as yet, altegether too little ap- 
preciation of the tremendous power of the 
subconscious memories of childhood, which 
may, and do, influence not only the de 
velopment of character and intellect, but 
even the health of adult life. So true 
this, that it is now known that 
nervous and mental diseases have their 
origin in subconsciously remembered 
‘yriefs and frights and worries, of the 
period of childhood. As one leading psy- 
chopathologist, Dr. Boris Sidis, stated the 
other day: 

en my work of 
nervous diseases, | become more and more 
convinced of the preponderant influence 
of early childhood in the causation of 
psychopathic mental maladies, Most, in 
fact all, of these functional mental dis- 
euses originate in early childhood.“ 

And, in line with this statement, is the 
assertion of the famous Italian scientist, 
Professor Angelo Mosso: 

Every ugly thing told to the child, 
every shock, every fright given him, may 
remain, like minute splinters in the flesh, 
to torture him all his life long, 

An old soldier whom | asked what his 
greatest fears had been, answered me 
thus: ‘1 have only had one, but it pur— 
sues me still, lam nearly seventy vears 
old; I have looked death in the face I 
do not know how many times; | have 
never lost heart in any danger. But when 
| pass a little church in the shades of the 
forest, or a deserted chapel in the moun- 
tains, |. always remember n neglected 
oratory in my native village; and I shiver 
und look around, as though seeking the 
corpse of a murdered man which | saw 
carried into the oratory, when a child, 
and with which an old servant wanted to 
shut me up, to make me good.. 

There is in these observations a hint of 
capital importance to parents. Tales of 
the horrible and supernatural should never 
be told to children; and, if only for that 
reason, children should never be intrusted. 
as is so often done today, to the care of 
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many 
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ignorant, superstitious nurses. It would | 
be impossible 


lives that have been ruined, mentally and | 


morally, by the harmful suggestions 
which, often through sheer ignorance, 
have emanated from nurses and gover 


nesses, and taken lasting root in the 
minds of impressionable children. In- 
deed, there is even reason for believing | 
that parents, if they have at heart the 
best interests of their children, should 
postpone giving them any religious in- 
struction until they are somewhat ad- 
vanced in vears. 

It would be all very well if the instrue- 
tion could be confihed to the bright and 
inspiring side of religion, but the ques- 
tion of sin and punishment necessarily 
comes in; and children seize upon and 
brood over such ideas as the devil, hell, 
and fallen angels, to an extent that few 


parents realize. The result, in many 
cases, is to harden and brutalize them; 
in others, to give rise to subconscious 


terrors which, in after life, may manifest 
themselves in the form of various nerven 
troubles and mental disorders. Not long 
ago, a paranoidal patient, suffering from 
a terrible ‘*phobia,”’ irrational fear, | 
told his physician: 

lt is dithenlt to reenll the exact time 
when I began to be afflieted with my 
abnormal fear. It certainly originated in 


or 


early childhood, particularly from a 
rather ignorant elderly woman, who 
taught Sunday school. My early relig- 


ious thought was chiefly concerned with 
the direful eternity of torture that might 
he awaitingyme, if J was not good enough 
to be saved.“ 

Every psychiatrist and psychopatholo- 


gist has had cases like this; and, as a 
general thing, they are uneommonly diff. 


cult to cure. Similarly, experience shows 
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that when the preaching of sip and the 
devil has, not a nerve-wrecking, so much 
oy hardening, effect on the mind of the 

d, it is exceptionally diffeult after- 
ward to inspire a sincere religious belief 
or to inculcate notions of sound morality. 
This, in fact, is one of the principal 
reasons for the going wrong’’ of so 
many children in a Seemingly good en- 
vironment. It is not that they have been 
born bad, but that their minds have been 
warped by the injudicious Suggestions of 
their friends and attendants. 

Great harm may also be done by the 
discussion, in the child’s presence, of 
deeds of violence and crime. The child, 
as I have said, is a most suggestible be- 
ing. The critical faculty in him is un- 
developed; the imitative instinct is 
strong; and, above all, he has a secret 
craving to be noticed, to attract attention. 
His ears are always wide open — chil- 
dren hear and understand a good deal 
more than their parents suspect — and if 
he finds that the family conversation fre- 
quently relates to violent deeds, he is as 
likely as not to jump to the conclusion 


worth talking about, and, therefore, worth 
imitating. Hence, in his games, he plays 
pirate, bandit, cowboy, Indian; and some- 
times, as you may read for yourself in 
your newspaper, runs away from home 
and starts West,“ to play bandit or In- 
dian-slayer in earnest. In this way, quite 
unwittingly and to the sorrowing parents’ 
amazement and stupefaction, seeds often 
are sown that grow into poisonous plants. 
But it is not simply in the way of pre- 
ventive mental hygiene that parents 
Should strive to control and to arrange 
the child’s environment. Constructive 
work, also, must be done, and should be 
begun almost the day the child is born. 
The astonishing results following the 
transference of children from an evil to 
a wholesome environment, as illustrated 
by the changes wrought in the slum waifs 
of New York described above, show that 
even when children are pretty well grown, 
their responsiveness to environmental in- 
fluences is still great. The parent, how- 
ever, can not begin too soon to subject 
his child to processes that will teach him, 
unconsciously, to appreciate the good, the 
beautiful, and the true; that will stimu- 
late him to think, and to think rightly; in 
a word, that will assist him in using his 
mental powers as God intended them to be 
used. 
To this end, much can be done by 
proper arrangement of the mere physical 
facts of his surroundings. Every defail 
in the child’s environment, I repeat, is 
of suggestive value to him; and, convey- 
ing its messages to him through his sense 
organs of sight, hearing, touch, taste, and 
smell, may have upon him a permanent 
and profound effect. There is an oid 
saying that walls have ears, Decidedly, 
where the child is concerned, they have 
tongues, and speak to him in a language 
that, subconsciously at all events, he com- 
prehends. The pictures that hang on 
them, the very color and design of the 
paper that covers them, are of signifi- 
cance to the child’s mind. So, too, with 
the furnishings of the house. They need 
not be expensive; indeed, the less ornate 
they are the better, since ornateness un- 
failingly conveys suggestions of show, 
strain, unrest, excitement. But whether 
costly or cheap, they must be selected 
and arranged with good taste, if they are 
to carry to the child those suggestions of 
harmony and beauty that are essential 
to his best development. 
Particular attention should be paid to 
the room in which he spends most-of his 
time. Its lighting, heating, ventilation, 
ete., are matters to which every affection 
ate parent, of course, will give thought. 
Even more thought should be devoted 
to the manner of its furnishing. It is a 
well-established psychological law that 
the things that have most suggestive force 
upon us are those we see oftenest. The 
parent can profit from this law by instal- 
ing in his child’s room, objects that will, 
without his being aware of it, guide his 
thoughts into beneficial channels. The 
child 's room — keep this well in mind —

that they must have in them something - 
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or sleeping chamber; ii should be u sort 
of educational museum, quickening bis 
interest in things worth while. 

Its floor and wall coverings should be 
simple, and in as nearly the elementary 
colors as possible. There should be no 
heavy draperies. The pictures or orna- 
ments should be real works of art, re- 
prints and copies of masterpieces in 
painting and sculpture. Especially should 
it be furnished with a little bookcase con- 
taining, in addition to good storybooks, 
simple textbooks in grammar,, history, 
geography, mathematics, and the sciences. 
The child, as soon as he is old enough, 
will begin to rummage among these; and 
the parent, by the exercise of tact, can 
get him as interested in them as in the 
toys with which he plays. The result will 
be the development, at an early age, and 
without any mind strain,’’ of an un- 
usual intellectual keenness and ability, 
that will give the child a better start in 
life than now is given to most children. 

That this is not mere theory and specu- 
lation, is evinced by the experience of 
several parents who have adjusted the 
environment of their children in pre- 
cisely this way. One of these parents, 
an intimate friend of mine, can truth- 
fully say of his boy 

At the age of twelve, he is intensely 
enjoying courses in the highest branches 
of.mathematics and astronomy at one of 
our foremost universities. The Jliad and 
the Odyssey are known to him by 
heart, and he is deeply interested in the 
advanced work of classical philology. He 
is able to read Herodotus, Aeschylus, 
Sophocles, Euripides, Aristophanes, Lu- 
cian, and other Greek writers, with the 
same zest and ease with which the average 
schoolboy reads his Robinson Crusoe, or 
the productions of Cooper and Henty. 
The boy has a fair understanding of 
comparative philology and mythology. 
Ile is well versed in logie, ancient history, 
and American history, and has a general 
insight into our politics and into the 
groundwork of our Constitution. 

At the same time, he is of an ex- 
tremely happy disposition, brimming over 
with humor and fun. His physical condi- 
tion is splendid; his cheeks glow with 
health. Many a girl would envy his com- 
plexion, Being above five feet four, he 
towers above the average boy of his age. 
His physical constitution, weight, form, 
and Hardihood of organs, far surpass 
that of the ordinary schoolboy. He looks 
like a boy of sixteen. He is healthy, 
strong and sturdy.’’ 

Something like this is possible to the 
parents of all normal children. ‘And that 
is why I do not hesitate to affirm that, 
when the developmental possibilities of 
environment are fully realized and gener- 
ally applied, results will be obtained far 
more extraordinary than those witnessed 
in the case of the boys and girls rescued 
from the slum conditions of New York. 

It should be added, though, that in 
order to make sure of obtaining the best 
possible results, it will be necessary for 
parents to supplement their adjustment 
of the child’s environment by a novel 
system of home education. Adequate dis- 
eussion of this system, however, would 
make too great a demand on our space; 
and, accordingly, must be deferred.

Fes; for it is obvious that, if the 
murderer took it away with him, the rea- 
son was that the stuff is stained with the 
marks of the blood on his fingers.’’
